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City Budget Passage 
Protesters Arrested

Some 50 demonstrators 
from City Hall Tours, a coali¬ 
tion of groups critical of the 
city’s $2.71 billion budget, 
held a noisy but peaceful 
demonstration at City Hall on 
July 26. 

The protesters opposed 
$30 million in health care 
budget cuts and the Board’s 
failure to adopt “progressive 
revenue taxes” including in¬ 
creased payroll and other tax¬ 
es on large local businesses, 
according to Edward Zold, a 
spokesperson for ACT UP 
Golden Gate. 

Other groups taking part 
in the demonstration — part of 
which was a procession from 
United Nations Plaza into 
City Hall — included the 
Women’s Action Coalition 
and the Harvey Milk Progres¬ 


sive Lesbian, Gay, and Bisex¬ 
ual Democratic Club. 

The group briefly occupied 
the office of the Clerk of the 
Board of Supervisors, blew 
air horns, pounded on super¬ 
visors’ office doors and posted 
flyers critical of the city’s bud¬ 
get. 

“It was a planned civil dis¬ 
obedience, but we were sur¬ 
prised there were no arrests,” 
Zold told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

A group of ten women 
from the Women’s Action 
Coalition marched into the 
Board of Supervisor’s cham¬ 
bers and stood in front of the 
board wearing white shrouds, 
periodically disrupting the 
meeting with chants and slo¬ 
gans, blasting health care cuts 
affecting women and others. 

After Supervisor Angela 
Alioto warned the women to

cease their interruptions of 
the Board’s budget delibera¬ 
tions, she ordered them ar¬ 
rested. 

“If you don’t stop, the po¬ 


lice are going to arrest you 
right now. All right, let’s get 
this over with,” she said. 

Police arrested three of the 
women who remained after 


Alioto’s final warning. 

Annette Gaudino, Karyn

How We Lost That Story: 

Did the Media Ignore the Real Origin of AIDS? 



News analysis

Six years ago, the most be¬ 
lievable and logical theory 
ever advanced about the ori¬ 
gin of the AIDS epidemic 
was printed on page one of 
the Times of London. Within 
months, the story — while nev¬ 
er credibly denied — was 
whitewashed away by power 
brokers within the multi-bil¬ 
lion dollar international med¬ 
ical establishment, and by a 
largely ignorant and timid 
print media. Until today, 
you’ve probably never heard 
of it. 

On May 11, 1987, a major 
feature by Times of London 
science editor Pearce Wright 
began with this sentence: 
“The AIDS epidemic may 
have been triggered by the 
mass vaccination program 
which eradicated smallpox.” 
The story will be explained in 
detail below, but in brief, the 
theory holds that what is now 
called HIV was a weak Third 
World virus until the late six¬ 
ties. But from 1967 until 1980, 
the World Health Organiza¬ 
tion administered millions of 
smallpox vaccinations in Cen¬ 
tral Africa and Brazil — and 
live virus in the serum of 


those vaccinations may have 
transformed HIV into a killer. 
That would explain why het¬ 
erosexuals account for almost 
all cases of AIDS in the Third 
World, and the majority of 
cases worldwide. 

In America and Europe, 
where no smallpox vaccina¬ 
tion program was needed or 
underway, the epidemic obvi¬ 
ously spread through sec¬ 
ondary modes of transmis¬ 
sion: among homosexuals 
through unprotected anal in¬ 
tercourse; among IV needle 
sharers and their sex part¬ 
ners; and among those receiv¬ 
ing unscreened blood product 
transfusions. According to 
World Health Organization 
statistics, 75 percent of the to¬ 
tal AIDS cases worldwide are 
of heterosexual people — yet 
in America and Europe, only 
six percent of the cases are 
linked only to heterosexual 
sex. 

In fact, there are other ex¬ 
amples of striking evidence 
that suggest the AIDS epi¬ 
demic can be traced to its 
very origin — if anyone is in¬ 
terested in knowing the truth. 
Whether or not the smallpox 
vaccination theory is a large 
or small part of that truth, an¬ 
other question arises. Why 


have so few of our so-called 
experts been curious? Over 
the last decade, we’ve en¬ 
dured the avalanche of hund¬ 
reds of books and thousands 
of articles about AIDS — and 
almost none have addressed 
seriously, or even mentioned, 
the basic question of origin. 
That includes the work of 
some gay authors who are 
now selling movie rights to 
books that don’t tell us any¬ 
thing we don’t already know. 

The truth matters, and that 
includes the truth about the 
origin of AIDS. Considering 
the toll of this worldwide epi¬ 
demic, it matters far more 
than some recent big lies — 
for example, the Parks Depart¬ 
ment undercount of the April 
25 Gay Rights March on 
Washington — despite the con¬ 
tradicting reports of the DC 
Convention and Visitors Asso¬ 
ciation and the Transit Au¬ 
thority. Or the lie about gays 
amounting to one percent of 
the population — even though 
the publishers of that recent 
survey (Guttmacher Institute, 
New York and San Francis¬ 
co) now admit that the Bat- 
telle Corporation researchers 
deliberately avoided gay ur¬ 
ban centers, and their figures 
are an undercount of gay peo¬ 
ple — not to mention bisexu¬ 
als. Too late: right wing ho¬ 
mophobes will use such un¬ 
dercounts until their own 
judgement day. 

Silence reigns about the 
origin of AIDS simply be¬ 
cause the most plausible the¬ 
ory ever advanced was 
nipped in the bud and cov¬ 
ered up before a half-asleep 
print media knew what hap¬ 
pened. In short, within twen-

ty-four hours of the shocking 
Times of London story, top 
World Health Organization 
officials convinced the Associ¬ 
ated Press to kill the story. 
And by its own admission, 
AP did kill it, as of May 12, 
1987 (reported in The New 
York Native, June 29, 1987). 
On May 15, the World Health 
Organization’s ruling body in 
Geneva, the World Health As¬ 
sembly, unanimously adopted 
a short resolution that stated 
that AIDS was “caused by 
one or more naturally occur¬ 
ring retroviruses of undeter¬ 
mined geographical origin” 
(reported in The Los Angeles 
Times, August 9, 1987). 

Yet, look at the facts re¬ 
ported in the story that was 
squelched. Between 1967 and 
1980, the World Health Orga¬ 
nization, a branch of the Unit¬ 
ed Nations, administered mil¬ 
lions of vaccinations in Cen¬ 
tral Africa and Brazil. Some 
14,000 Haitians on United Na¬ 
tions deployment in Central 
Africa also received the vacci¬ 
nations — and many returned 
home when Haiti was a popu¬ 
lar vacation spot for Ameri¬ 
can gay men. 

According to the London 
Times article, “The smallpox 
vaccine theory would account 
for the position of each of the 
seven Central African states 
that top the league table of 


most-affected countries; why 
Brazil became the most affect¬ 
ed Latin American country; 
and how Haiti became the 
route for the spread of AIDS 
to the U.S. 

“It also provides an expla¬ 
nation of how the infection 
was spread more evenly be¬ 
tween males and females in 
Africa than in the West, and 
why there is less sign of infec¬ 
tion among five- to eleven- 
year-olds in Central Africa.” 
That last reference is to chil¬ 
dren who were born after the 
vaccination program was 
completed in their area — but 
before the AIDS outbreak be¬ 
gan. 

Crucial to the very appear¬ 
ance of the London Times 
piece was the testimony of an 
advisor to the World Health 
Organization who came forth 
with his conclusion. Unfortu¬ 
nately, he did it on the condi¬ 
tion of anonymity, and that 
made it easier for those who 
wanted the story shut down 
to accomplish it. No doubt, 
the advisor was worried 
about his future in the conser¬ 
vative health and medical re¬ 
search fields. Yet, like some 
unnamed sources in stories 
like the Watergate scandal, at 
least he offered more than si-

Gay Lion 
Elected 
District 
Governor

Castro Lions Club member 
Michael Newell was elected 
district governor at the Lions’ 
international conference in 
Minneapolis the first week of 
July. 

Newell now heads the dis¬ 
trict that covers San Francis¬ 
co, San Mateo and northern 
Santa Clara counties, making 
him the highest-placed openly 
gay person in the internation¬ 
al philanthropic organization. 

The Castro Lions are one 
of only two predominantly 
gay chapters in the country: 
the other is the Rocky Moun¬ 
tain Lambda Lions, in Den¬ 
ver. 

Newell was one of the Cas¬ 
tro Lions founders in 1985. 
The club’s first accomplish¬ 
ment was raising more than 
$10,000 for Coming Home 
Hospice. It has raised similar 
amounts for Continuum and 
the AIDS Emergency Fund. 

The Castro Lions now in¬ 
cludes 55 members and raises 
money for a variety of chari¬ 
ties. The club emphasizes 
funding for sight- and hear¬ 
ing-impaired people, lesbians 
and gays, and people with 
AIDS. 

The club also sponsors an 
annual Thanksgiving dinner 
and an annual trip to Marine 
World for the Larkin Street 
Youth Center. 

“We were one of the first 
districts to have a committee 
devoted to AIDS education 
and awareness,” Newell said. 

Newell said the predomi¬ 
nantly gay chapter at first 
elicited “an occasional giggle 
and twitter” from other Lions. 


“But as the success of our 
club became apparent, that 
pretty much has stopped,” he 
said. 

“We are generally well re¬ 
ceived within the Lions hier¬ 
archy,” Newell said. “My dis¬ 
trict is probably one of the 
most wondrously diverse that 
you’ll ever run into. When we 
come together there’s really 
quite a spark that happens. 
Generally Lions are very 
warm and caring. My experi¬ 
ence has been that when giv¬ 
en an opportunity, bigotry is 
not in their vocabulary.” 

Newell said the Castro Li¬ 
ons are more productive than 
other chapters its size. He 
credited the late Maurice Per- 


stein, past director of Lions 
Club International, with doing 
a lot of the work to get the 
Castro Lions on the map. 

“He was a real force, one 
of the most profound people 
I’ve ever known,” Newell 
said. 

Newell was president of 
the Castro Lions in 1988-1989. 
Richard Twining is current 
president of the club. 

There are 1.5 million Lions 
worldwide and the Lions 
have been in existence for 76 
years. 

At the international confer¬ 
ence in Minneapolis, Newell 
was one of several speakers 
who talked about what the 
Lions could do in its ongoing 
fight against AIDS. ▼

were arrested and charged 
with creating a disturbance in 
a public place, according to 
Northern Station Captain 
Richard Cairns. 

“I didn’t want to have 
them arrested. I wanted them 
to have a chance to speak, but 
they were yelling and shout¬ 
ing for more than a half 
hour,” Alioto said. 

Supervisor Carole Migden 
told the Bay Area Reporter 
that she supported the 
group’s “general objectives” 
and that she “understood 
their vigilance and concern” 
about women’s health issues 
and the need for increased 
health care funding. 

“I don’t feel at odds with 
our constituents. I truly un¬ 
derstand what their concerns 
are. We’re all concerned 
about the quality of health¬ 
care and the need for in¬ 
creased healthcare services 
for women and low income 
residents of San Francisco,” 
Migden said. 

“We’ll be watching,” Zold 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

“Some care cuts have been 
restored for six months. This 
budget is horrific If a half- 
cent increase in the sales tax 
fails in November, the cuts

will be truly devastating be¬ 
cause programs will not re¬ 
ceive funding. We plan to 
keep pressure on the board to 
pass progressive revenue tax¬ 
es,” Zold said. 


The budget was passed on 
a 9-1 vote and sent to Mayor 
Jordan for his signature. Su¬ 
pervisor Terence Hallinan 
cast the sole dissenting 
vote. ▼

Asian/Pacific Island HIV/AIDS 
Conference this Weekend in L.A.

The incidence of AIDS 
among Asians and Pacific Is¬ 
landers (APIs), now estimated 
at about 1,600 cases, may be 
less than one percent of the 
289,000 total reported AIDS 
cases in the U.S. But accord¬ 
ing to the Centers for Disease 
Control, APIs currently have 
the greatest increase in new 
AIDS cases among all racial 
or ethnic groups. A recent 
HIV seroprevalence report re¬ 
leased by the SFDPH AIDS 
Office estimated that 2,288 
APIs in San Francisco are 
HIV-positive. Of that number, 
2,169 are gay and bisexual 
men, representing an estimat¬ 
ed 36 percent of the total API 
gay/bisexual population in the 
city. 

One of the reasons cited 
for the alarming rate of infec¬ 
tion is the tendency to view 
the API community as one 


group, instead of the many 
ethnicities that comprise this 
population. Community lead¬ 
ers also believe that data nec¬ 
essary to determine the way 
resources are allocated are 
not readily available. Conse¬ 
quently, programs designed 
to reach this community have 
been limited and often cultur¬ 
ally and linguistically inappro¬ 
priate. 

In the first-ever national ef¬ 
fort to address the disparity 
between the needs of the API 
community and the resources 
available to fight the AIDS 
epidemic, the National Asian/ 
Pacific Islander HIV/AIDS 
Leadership Forum will be 
held this weekend, July 29-31, 
at the New Otani Hotel in 
Los Angeles. Organized by 
the National Minority AIDS 
Council, the forum will have 
“A Question of Parity” as its 
theme. Some 150 participants, 
representing various organiza¬ 


tion across the nation, are ex¬ 
pected to attend the forum. 

Apiong other goals, the 
conference seeks to develop 
culturally appropriate models 
that will address the needs of 
various API groups and to lay 
the foundation for the devel¬ 
opment of a national Asian/ 
Pacific Islander advocacy plat¬ 
form. Four caucus groups 
have been identified to make 
recommendations for this ad¬ 
vocacy platform during the 
forum. These include Persons 
Living with HIV/AIDS; Wom¬ 
en and AIDS, Gay/Bisexual 
Men and API Lesbians; and 
Youth. 

For API community-based 
AIDS organizations in San 
Francisco, the goals of the 
Los Angeles forum are espe¬ 
cially significant in light of 
current efforts by the San 
Francisco Department of 
Public Health AIDS Office to 


consolidate HIV prevention as 
well as direct care contracts. 
Many API and other minority 
leaders believe that such con¬ 
solidation efforts undermine 
the effectivity of ethnic and 
culturally-specific services to 
their respective communities. 

An on-going “think tank” 
sponsored by the GAPA 
Community HIV Project un¬ 
der its Visibility Campaign, is 
currently exploring social, cul¬ 
tural, historical and religious 
issues surrounding sexuality 
among APIs, hoping to influ¬ 
ence their individual commu¬ 
nities towards greater accep¬ 
tance of sexual diversity, and 
consequently filling the gaps 
in the provision of HIV/AIDS 
prevention and care services, 
especially to gay and bisexual 
men. Many of these issues be¬ 
ing discussed by the “think 
tank” are expected to surface 
at the caucus groups in L. A. T

San Diego 
Gets the 
Word Out

They’re bold about it. They 
circulate flyers, talk to re¬ 
porters, make headlines: the 
San Diego community of Aza¬ 
lea Park is officially out to get 
gays. 

Project Clean leaders Lin¬ 
da and Mark Pennington are 
aggressively trying to recruit 
lesbian and gays to live in 
their Azalea Park neighbor¬ 
hood, an area that has slowly 
declined in property value. 

“The gays rescued Hill- 
crest, and we hope they can 
help do the same for Azalea 
Park,” Mark Pennington told 
the Los Angeles Times. He is 
a computer program adminis¬ 
trator for AT&T; Linda is an ar¬ 
tist and teacher. “We know 
that gays are good neighbors, 
they take care of their proper¬ 
ty, and they’re community- 
minded.” 

“Azalea Park would love it 
if gays would move in and 
the druggies would move 
out,” Azalea Park lesbian res¬ 
ident Vicki Davis told the 
Times. 

To spread the word, the 
Penningtons and a dozen oth¬ 
er residents marched in San 
Diego’s Lesbian & Gay Pride 
Parade carrying banners read¬ 
ing “Gays Welcome,” “Azalea 
Park. An Affordable Canyon 
Neighborhood,” “We Love 
Our Neighbors” and “Canyon 
Homes Under $100,000.” 
They set up a booth at the pa¬ 
rade festival and quickly gave 
away 500 copies of a home- 
owner fact sheet entitled “Ex¬ 
pose Yourself to Azalea 
Park.” 

There was enough interest 
to warrant a gay real estate 
caravan to show modest hous¬ 
es on quiet streets with can¬ 
yon views. More tours are 
planned. ▼

The 1993AIDS Walk San Francisco: 

106,500 Miles To Fight AIDS

“If I had AIDS, I’d want 
people to walk for me, too,” 
said 11 -year-old Misty Row¬ 
land, explaining why she at¬ 
tended the seventh annual 
AIDS Walk San Francisco. 

Misty was one of 17,000 
people who walked ten 
kilometers (more than six 
miles) to raise a record $ 2.6 
million for various AIDS pro¬ 
grams. That works out to 
about $153 per walker, and 
106,500 miles of Golden Gate 
Park. 

After covering expenses, 
the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation, which sponsors 
the AIDS Walk, will divide 
half of the proceeds among 22 
non-profit organizations that 
provide services to people 
with HIV and AIDS, promote 
HIV/AIDS awareness, and/or 
advocate public and commu¬ 
nity-based funding. The other 
half will stay with the AIDS 
Foundation, which produces— 
and therefore assumes liabil¬ 
ity for any potential problems 
associated with — the event. 

And according to Pat 
Christen, executive director 
for the S.F. AIDS Founda¬ 
tion, the event is “a massive 
logistical nightmare.” 

The event yielded a record 
number of contributors and 
an increase of $ 100,000 over 
last year’s tally, making it the 
largest Northern California 
AIDS fundraiser ever. 

Christen noted that this 
year’s Walk attracted 3,000 
more people than it did last 
year, with a heterogeneous 
grouping of people of differ¬ 
ent ages, races, sexual orienta¬ 
tions, and from different geo¬ 
graphic locations. 

For the second year in a 
row, about 20 Jewish, teen-age 
campers from Saratoga-based 
Camp Swig made the Walk 
their field trip, raising $ 1 , 200 . 
They were just one of almost 
500 teams in attendance. The 
list of teams that signed up in¬ 
cludes a Who’s Who of com¬ 
panies and organizations 
ranging from AIDS organiza¬ 
tions, schools, and semicon¬ 
ductor companies to a couple 
of pleasant surprises, like the 
Concord High School and, 
yes, the U.S. Navy (the Trea¬ 
sure Island Supply Depart¬ 
ment). 

“It’s nice to see a lot of 


people opening up their eyes 
to the need,” said Corali Mon- 
tez of San Leandro, who vol¬ 
unteered for her company 
team, American Express 
Travel Services. “Last year, 
there were about 20 people 
from my company. This year 
there’s about 50.” 

“Unfortunately, it often 
takes the loss of someone 
close to you before you can 
see the problem,” said Mon- 
tez. “The first time I opened 
my eyes was when my good 
friend died. But it didn’t real¬ 
ly hit home until my best 
friend, who was straight, died 
of AIDS.” 

Montez also brought her 
ten-year-old daughter, who 
shyly said the event was fun, 
but a little bit tiring. 

Norm Armstrong, who 
was one of 1,000 volunteers 
who showed up at 7 a.m. for 
the event, said the mood of 
the event was “very up, very 
exciting, and very positive.” 

“People were just enjoying 
the sun,” said Armstrong. “It 
was nice to see everyone 
working together. And they 
treated us [volunteers] like 
gold.” 

Two gay men, recuperat¬ 
ing on the lawn after the 
event, were impressed by the 
walk. “I’m really awed by the 
incredible organization of the 
event,” said Scott Green. “I’m 
also glad to see that everyone 
gets involved, including so 
many straight people.” 

Green’s friend Steve 
Fricke agreed. But he also 
didn’t mind the slew of gay 
men. “My friend Eric came 
up to me while we were 
walking and said, ‘Steve, 
Dear, it’s not about cruising.’ 
And I said, ‘Eric, that’s not 
what you said last year when 
you were single.’” 


A little controversy 

As far as controversy goes, 
there was very little. ACT 
UP/Golden Gate carried a 
banner that read, “ACT UP 
receives no money from this 
event. Why?” 

Edward Zold, media coor¬ 
dinator for ACT UP/GG said 
that his group began contact¬ 
ing S.F. AIDS Foundation 
one month before the mega¬ 
event, in response to what he 
described as being unduly 
‘“shut-out” from funding and 
“getting the runaround.” 


S.F. AIDS Foundation’s 
Christen noted that there was 
a selection process for organi¬ 
zations to submit grants. 
While her organization has 
given money to ACT UP 
members, and while she per¬ 
sonally remains a supporter 
of ACT UP, S.F.A.F. felt that 
the other groups better 
matched this year’s primary 
goal of targeting the disen¬ 
franchised groups with AIDS 
and HIV. 

Christen also noted that 
ACT UP may have been hurt 
in the grant proposal review 
process because ACT UP’s 
nonprofit status was still 
pending. ACT UP is reported¬ 
ly scheduled to meet with 
S.F.A.F. on August 9 to dis¬ 
cuss the matter. 

Christen told the Bay Area 
Reporter that she strongly 
encourages ACT UP and oth¬ 
er organizations to apply for 
funding in the future. 

The other controversy, al¬ 
beit less overtly referred to, 
was about the amount of 
money that was spent orga¬ 
nizing the event: Christen es¬ 
timated that the event cost 
about $550,000 to produce — 
which was more than what 
the event raised in its first 
year— and that the production 
costs of about 21 percent of 
funds raised would have been 
higher if not for the over¬ 
whelming support given by 
organizations and individual 
volunteers. 

According to Christen, 
those expenses included a 
“small fee” of $95,000 for the 
organizers of the event, 
Miller, Zeichik, and Associ¬ 
ates. 

A full audit disclosure will 
be released in the coming 
months, according to Chris¬ 
ten, but preliminary figuring 
indicates the AIDS Walk 
cost approximately $32.35 per 
marcher to facilitate. More 
than $5.50 per marcher went 
to Miller, Zeichik, and Associ¬ 
ates, and another $26.76 per 
marcher was spent on flyers, 
mailings, phone banks, setting 
up tables, and other miscel¬ 
lany. 

“That’s a pretty great re¬ 
turn on any investment,” said 
Christen. “If the walk were 
not successful, about 15 of the 
agencies [receiving proceeds 
from the event] would have to 
shut their doors.” ▼

Gil Block Cleared of 
Concord Fraud Charges

The Contra Costa Munici¬ 
pal Court has accepted a plea 
change — from no contest to 
not guilty of election fraud — 
from Gil Block, who ran a 
tongue-in-cheek campaign for 
a seat on the Concord City 
Council in 1991, in full drag. 
The charges were originally 
brought in December 1991, 
because Block was not a resi¬ 
dent of Concord at the time 
of his campaign. 

Block’s candidacy, in fact, 
was a protest against Rev¬ 
erend Lloyd Mashore, the 
right wing fundamentalist 
anti-gay pastor of Concord 
Christian Center who had 
been elected to the Council 
despite questions about his 
own residency. 

Now that Mashore’s 1989 
election was ruled valid last 
year, he is currently cam¬ 
paigning for re-election in 
Concord, the East Bay com¬ 
munity that gained notoriety 
for passing a measure repeal¬ 
ing gay rights and protections 
against AIDS bias. 

Block was notified July 26 
that his change of plea from 
nolo contendre to not guilty 
was accepted by the court, 
and was unopposed by state 
Attorney General Dan Lun- 
gren. 

The state Attorney Gener¬ 
al was to prosecute Block be¬ 
cause the Concord County 
City Attorney has a conflict of 
interest in the case: an assis¬ 
tant attorney for that office 
also ran in the election. 

Block received national ex¬ 


posure for his antics, particu¬ 
larly when he participated in 
two candidates’ debates in 
full drag. 

“One of the points of my 
platform was that if it was 
good enough for Lloyd 
Mashore, it was good enough 
for me,” Block told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

Block said that he was of¬ 
fered a deal of misdemeanor 
election fraud charges, and 
chose to plead no contest be¬ 
cause there was the potential 
the charges might otherwise 
be upgraded to felonies, and 
he didn’t want to fight an ex¬ 
pensive battle. 

“I’d already spent about 
$6,000 on the campaign and 
wanted to limit my losses,” he 
said. 

Block said that now that 
his record is clear and the 
verdict of not guilty was ac¬ 
cepted, he may ask to have 
the $1,000 fine he paid re¬ 
turned to him. 

“That and the last year- 
and-a-half of my life,” he said. 

Throughout the ordeal, 
Block’s sentiments about the 
Contra Costa bastion of right- 
wing religious fundamental¬ 
ism remain the same. 

“The rumor is that a statue 
of me is going to be erected 
to me in a park in Concord. 
The plaque will read ‘I came, 
I saw, I left.’ But seriously, 
this cost me about $7,000 — 
and cost Concord millions in 
tourism and convention busi¬ 
ness. 

“That alone was worth it,” 
he said. ▼ 


CUAV Hires Olmstead-Rose

Longtime community ac¬ 
tivist Lester Olmstead-Rose 
has been appointed by the 
Community United Against 
Violence board of directors as 
the agency’s executive direc¬ 
tor. 

Olmstead-Rose, who has 
been an aide to President of 
the San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors Angela Alioto for 
three years, will begin the 
$38,000-a-year post on August 
16. 

Olmstead-Rose, 32, was 
previously a community orga¬ 
nizer at CUAV. 

“I’m very happy. It’s some¬ 
thing that I’ve wanted, ever 
since I was at CUAV. I feel 
very strongly about the agen¬ 
cy and its role in the lesbian, 
gay, and bisexual communi¬ 
ty,” Olmstead-Rose told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

Olmstead-Rose says that 
he will have two major roles 
— fundraising and program 
development — and that he’s 
excited about returning to the 
“direct community work” at 
the 13-year-old agency which 
has an annual budget of 
$320,000. 

Olmstead-Rose succeeds 
interim executive director 
Michael Thompson, who took 
the post last August following 
the sudden resignation of for¬ 
mer executive director Bar¬ 
bara Cameron for “health rea¬ 
sons.” 

Cameron’s departure came 
the same week that the Dis¬ 
trict Attorney’s Office Victim

Witness Program, which 
funded a $124,000 program to 
provide services to victims of 
anti-gay violence, notified the 
agency it was seriously out of 
compliance with grant re¬ 
quirements and threatened to 
pull the funding. 

The agency survived the 
crisis with its funding intact 
after Thompson instituted 
strict statistical reporting con¬ 
trols and moved to rebuild 
demoralized staff morale. 

“We’re now at a point 
where we are beginning to 
build upon the services and 


also expand them,” said Brian 
Cheu, the agency board pres¬ 
ident. 

Cheu, who has been on the 
CUAV board since last Octo¬ 
ber, told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that the agency is 
looking closely at expanding 
community outreach and edu¬ 
cation to lesbians and people 
of color and transgendered 
people who experience hate- 
related violence. 

Olmstead-Rose, a Stanford 
graduate in religious studies, 
says that he hopes to steer the 
agency through the minefield 
of local politics — and ac¬ 
knowledged that the agency’s 
reputation had suffered dur¬ 
ing the bitter mayoral elec¬ 
tion last year when it was 
perceived to be openly sup¬ 
porting Art Agnos. 

“San Francisco is a very 
political town. But CUAV is a 
nonprofit organization and 
the flip side is you don’t do 
anything to affect that status,” 
he said. 

And, Olmstead-Rose said 
that he hopes to increase 
CUAV’s visibility as a unique 
organization that serves the 
lesbian, gay, and bisexual 
community. 

That means, he says, ex¬ 
panding services as the fund¬ 
ing allows. “Programs [to ad¬ 
dress] lesbian domestic vio¬ 
lence need to happen and 
their needs to be community 
education about self defense, 
but I think the overarching 
theme of these programs is 
that CUAV is dedicated to 
the community,” he said. ▼

United We... 

We had an interesting flight on United Airlines last week¬ 
end, returning from the flooded midwest (Oh, Mary, don’t ask). 

Part of the in-flight entertainment was a concert for kids by 
Peter, Paul and Mary. The songs ranged from “Puff the Magic 
Dragon” to “If I Had a Hammer,” each in some way optimistic 
and socially healing. People of all colors merrily clapped and 
sang along, making us reflect on the way children are able to 
see beyond a lot of the things that obstruct us adults. 

Then the program changed to an HBO-produced compila¬ 
tion of comics who ranged from the ridiculous to the slime. 
The latter was a comic who — as far as we can recall — called 
himself something pretentious like “Royale,” whose routine re¬ 
volved around kids jumping rope. None of it was very funny, 
(“then there’s the fat girl who stands like this,” etc.), but when 
he got to “then there’s the potential fag who doesn’t want to 
play football,” we almost hit the roof of the fuselage. 

AH around, the same kids who had been gently instructed 
to respect everyone on the planet moments earlier were still 
watching the screen, now learning that “fag” was an acceptable 
term to use for boys who don’t want to play football. 

When we contacted United, we went through a series of un¬ 
interested clerks — one of whom hung up on us — and endless 
busy signals at the non-toll-free customer service number, be¬ 
fore we finally got the public relations number. We were told 
that that number was reserved for members of the media such 
as ourselves: others who have a right to be as outraged as we 
were would not have been heard by the airline’s public rela¬ 
tions staff, and we think that’s a shame. 

According to United’s director of public relations, he was 
“not aware” the offending word was used — which might not 
have been the case if other outraged lesbians and gay men had 
been given access to his number. In any case, we received as¬ 
surances from United that the tape will be pulled from future 
flights, so lesbian and gay passengers won’t have to be subject¬ 
ed to such hatred — which would be intolerable even if the 
flight were free, which it wasn’t. 

Then, Tuesday, we got a call from a crackpot who said he 
was a researcher and wanted our comments on some spurious 
story that gay men intentionally had sex with heterosexual 
women, to unleash AIDS on the straight community. 

We barely knew where to begin. We passed over the fact 
that throughout the world, AIDS is rampant among heterosex¬ 
uals and always has been; nor did we say that most gay men 
don’t have AIDS or HIV. What we did say was that we’d first 
heard that rumor years ago, and nobody we knew took it se¬ 
riously, even though it was generally acknowledged that the 
government would certainly step up its efforts to eradicate the 
disease if heterosexuals were affected. We also said that we’ve 
spent 12 years watching our best and brightest friends and 
lovers die; anyone who has seen what that’s like is almost cer¬ 
tainly incapable of intentionally inflicting it upon anyone else. 

But he persisted, claiming to have evidence that widespread 
infection of heterosexuals was part of a gay agenda. Although 
we know he was deranged, we are ashamed to admit we con¬ 
tinued trying to reason with him. We asked how long he had 
been “researching” his story, to which he answered “15 years.” 
We reminded him the epidemic has not been around that long, 
and he said he’d been researching “the gays” that long. 

Certainly anyone who has studied this community even su¬ 
perficially for any length of time knows that it is beyond the 
abilities of a group of more than one of us to agree on virtually 
any agenda, down to the preferred color of a given room. Ob¬ 
viously. only straight morons who have no idea who we are 
speak of “gay agendas.” 

When we asked what percentage of gay men he thought 
could be involved in such a heinous crime, he snapped, “Well, 
you say you’re ten percent, and that’s a lie: you’re only one per¬ 
cent, so why should I give you percents?” And with that piece 
of illuminating stupidity, he mercifully hung up. 

How could someone grow to be so awful, so craven, so vi¬ 
cious? Perhaps by watching comics making fag gags when he 
was young. Perhaps by getting the idea from institutions — like 
United Airlines, however unintentional they say it was — that 
homophobia is acceptable. 

So there is no time like the present to heed the earlier 
words of Peter, Paul and Mary: “Sing out justice! Sing out free¬ 
dom! And sing out love between our sisters and our brothers, 
all over this land!” 

And the more they try to silence you, the louder you must 
sing. ▼ 



I Made My Son Gay, and I'm Glad

Scientists at the National Institute of Health 
have discovered that a portion of the mother’s 
X-chromosome carries genetic material linked 
to homosexuality in men. 

I always knew I had something to do with 
my child’s being gay. 

For about 24 hours after my son told me he 
was gay, I thought it was because I breast fed 
him too long. Perhaps he was gay because I 
held him too long he’s my second child, and by 
the time he was born I had done away with Dr. 
Spock’s recommendation of letting the baby 
cry. 

I cried after he came out (as gay that is). 
Then I spoke to a few friends and professionals 
who convinced me that I had nothing to do 
with his sexual orientation 

I didn’t quite believe them. Not that I didn’t 
believe in the birth theory (“My child was born 
that way; he didn’t choose to be gay”). I just 
didn’t want to let go of my personal involve¬ 
ment. I knew that in some way I was responsi¬ 
ble. I never expressed this politically incorrect 
belief, however. 

Some parents fret because they believe it 
was their “fault.” “Fault” was not in my reason¬ 
ing. My conviction had more to do with my bel¬ 
ly. As a mother, I often “know” what is true be¬ 
tween me and my child. It’s not easy to put into 
words. It’s more of a flutter. Perhaps it’s the 
same flutter I felt when he turned in his amni- 
otic sac. Or the same flutter I feel today when 
I realize how much I love him. I can’t believe 
that some women let the church dictate the cir¬ 
cumstances of loving their child. 

We women are taught to be cut off from our 
natural instincts. I was not encouraged to breast 
feed (I did anyway) or to give birth naturally (I 
didn’t — I had anesthesia). But I did know how 
happy and peaceful I felt when I lay still and 
felt my son moving inside me. And I did 
“know” inside that he was gay because of me. 


I might as well say it now. I think that gay 
people are special. “Gay people are more cre¬ 
ative, spirited, and have a zest for life,” I say to 
a friend who also has a gay son. 

She disagrees, and says that gay people are 
just like everyone else. They work, pay taxes, 
and rear children. 

I agree. But these qualities come from the fa¬ 
ther’s genetic material. I’m convinced that my 
son’s leather jacket with all the political stick¬ 
ers, his earrings, and his backwards red base¬ 
ball cap all come from me — that X-chromo¬ 
some only a mother can supply. Choosing a 
place to live comes from the father’s genes (un¬ 
less it’s in the Castro). 

The NIH study also says that historically 
there are more homosexual people on the 
mother’s side of the family than the father’s. 
This troubled me for less than 24 hours. I 
couldn’t think of anyone gay on my side of the 
family. Yet how do I really know? My maternal 
grandparents never seemed too happy. My 
grandfather remarried after my grandmother 
died. I’m sure he was heterosexual. But my 
grandmother (his first wife) never seemed too 
taken with him. They fought often and I never 
got the feeling she liked sex much. And what 
about my great-grandparents in Russia? How 
do I know that my great-grandmother didn’t 
cuddle with another woman subversively in the 
snow? 

The NIH study also asks the question, “Why 
would nature select this gene on the mother’s 
X-chromosome when two people of the same 
sex can’t produce offspring?” The answer is 
simple for me. It’s my gene. And I don’t partic¬ 
ularly care if I have grandchildren. I already 
raised two babies. I already went through the 
“aren’t babies adorable” phase. Perhaps nature 
is telling me that it’s time to move on. 

All in all, I’m grateful to the NIH for its 
scientific finding. Finally I understand the 
depth of my belief. I always knew it was in my 
genes that my son would be special. I feel hon¬ 
ored. ▼

Disillusioned, Disgusted and Furious 

The following letter was sent to President 
Bill Clinton, The White House, Washington, 
D.C.: 

I am gay. 

I worked on your campaign. 

I voted for you. 

Eight months ago, I celebrated your victory. 

Today, I am disillusioned, disgusted and furious! 

You made two promises to gay and lesbian 
Americans; (1) to establish a Cabinet-level AIDS coor¬ 
dinator to ensure a more effective federal response to 
the epidemic; and (2) to lift the ban on gay and lesbian 
people serving openly in the military. 

You received millions of dollars and millions of 
votes on the basis of these promises, without which 
you surely would not have been elected. 

It took you six months to appoint an AIDS “czar” 
— a woman whose qualifications for such a role are 
dubious; whose record suggests she is racist and who 
has been given a staff of five and severely limited 
powers to effect a meaningful national AIDS policy. 

As Commander-in-Chief, you retreated from the op¬ 
position of a bigoted military and political establish¬ 
ment, remained virtually silent during seven months 
of serious and heated debate and eventually embrac¬ 
ed a policy which condones the closet, perpetuates our 
second-class citizenship and makes a mockery of any 
notion of equal civil rights. And you have the gall to 
call this an “honorable compromise?’ Tell me, whose 
honor has been spared? Certainly not yours. 

And to all of this, I say, thank you. You have taught 
me a valuable lesson. Civil rights will never be given 
to gay Americans. We must take them. Notwithstan¬ 
ding the bigotry, hatred, ignorance, narrow¬ 
mindedness, right-wing religious fanatics, general 
apathy and empty campaign promises of oppor¬ 
tunistic politicians — we will win equal civil rights 
for ourselves, and by ourselves if that’s what it takes. 
However long it takes. 

You have often commented how you’d like to get 
beyond these battles, so you can focus on the “real 
issues facing-America.” Well, here’s a newsflash; we 
are real. We are not going away. We will be relentless 
in our struggle for equal civil rights. And we will win, 
with or without you. But — you will not win again 
without us. 

In the presidential tradition of displaying a maxim 
on the Oval Office desk, I would suggest you try this 
one: “He who hesitates is lost.” And have it printed 
on both sides, so you can see it too.

What the Bible Really Says

Although it has been promised that budget reduc¬ 
tions would not do damage to AIDS programs and ser¬ 
vice, Mayor Jordan’s public health budget is about to 
devastate the Health Department’s AIDS Office. 

Budget cuts in other departments mean that many 
of the skilled health professionals who are planning 
and implementing prevention and direct services pro¬ 
grams for San Francisco will be “bumped” from their 
positions by people with greater seniority in the ar¬ 
chaic Civil Service system. 

AIDS Office staff members were selected because 
of their commitment to AIDS work and their profes¬ 
sional skills as program managers, health educators 
and consultants. Their replacements are retreads from 
other departments with little or no interest in AIDS 
and even less concern with people with AIDS. 

Is this what San Francisco’s AIDS Model has 
degenerated to? Do we have to tolerate this kind of 
bureaucratic idiocy in the face of an unrelenting HIV 
epidemic? Why can’t health workers who know what 
to do and how to do it be allowed to continue the tasks 
for which they were chosen? 

If we permit this to happen, we too are at fault — 
not just the mayor and his irresponsible budget. Act 
now! Let the Board of Supervisors know that this is 
simply not acceptable.

Your coverage of Operation “Rescue’s” recent attack 
on women’s clinics, their clients and staff members 
was not only accurate and well-written, it 
demonstrated a courage that has been conspicuous¬ 
ly lacking in almost all other media.

The Absurd Anti-Nudity Law 

Berkeley’s city council probably will pass an anti¬ 
nudity ordinance. Many cities and counties in Califor¬ 
nia have adopted similar ordinances, mostly in the 
1970s (after the California Supreme Court ruled that 
mere nudity isn’t lewd). 

Most of those local ordinances explicitly 
discriminate against females. When defining “nudi¬ 
ty”, ordinances usually include the breasts (or a por¬ 
tion thereof) of “female persons” only, while 
exempting male breasts or nipples. So a husband and 
wife could be identically attired, in shorts with no top 
— yet the wife would be criminalized, while the hus¬ 
band would be lawful. Thus, she would be punished 
for her gender. Such sex discrimination violates basic 
principles of fairness and equality. 

If Berkeley adopts a “nudity” ordinance, it must be 
gender-neutral language. 

The council could equally outlaw the breasts of both 
sexes; or tolerate the breasts of both. But they must 
refrain from discriminating against females as a class.

Yes, 1 Smoke Marijuana 

A strange thing happened in the Castro District the 
other day. An off-duty police officer with a red stripe 
across his badge, along with a female police officer, 
asked me to sign their petition for support. You see, 
85 police officers received pink slips from the mayor. 
Before I would sign, I asked them both if they enforc¬ 
ed the marijuana laws, to which they both replied 
“yes”. They said if I didn’t like the laws, I should go 
to Sacramento and change the laws and to leave them 
alone. 

I could not support them after the statements they 
made to me. You see, they said that they are sworn to 
uphold the law — all of the laws, despite the fact that 
80 percent of the people, the mayor and the San Fran¬ 
cisco Board of Supervisors have all agreed that mari¬ 
juana arrests are to be their very lowest priority.

They see no evil in arresting people for mari¬ 
juana. When will they ever learn? 

The enforcing of marijuana laws are costing San 
Franciscans millions upon millions of dollars. (1) It is 
a healthcare issue. (2) The people of San Francisco 
voted three times in the last 20 years to stop enforc¬ 
ing these laws. (3) Some people are helped with mari¬ 
juana while other drugs are killing them. I cannot 
understand how gay cops could arrest gay people for 
using marijuana. Cops are not judges nor are they doc¬ 
tors. Until they stop all arrests for marijuana they will 
not get any support from me. 

As a veiled threat to me, the one cop asked me my 
name and on refusing, he pointed me out to someone 
else who identified me as Jeff. “Hey Jeff,” he called out 
to me. Okay. He knows my name. I told him that I 
thought the laws were unjust and that I knew people 
with AIDS using marijuana but this was not his prob¬ 
lem, he said. His female friend said to me that she 
hoped I would never need to call a cop. I called a cop 
once — after I was bashed — and the cops never came. 

During the days of the Nazi Republic, there were 
a few gays who worked to uphold laws that sent peo¬ 
ple to their deaths. First they came for the gypsies, 
then they came for the Jews and now they are com¬ 
ing for the potheads. When will it all end? Five years 
in jail for a person with AIDS is a death sentence. 

Harvey Milk was sentenced to death by an ex-cop 
and with an eerie premonition of his death, he said: 
“If a bullet should enter my brain, let that bullet 
destroy every closet door.” My name is Jeff. I smoke 
marijuana. Thank you very much.

I Want My C-Span 

On July 9, Bay Cablevision, which supplies cable ser¬ 
vice to much of the East Bay, cut back on its coverage 
of C-SPAN I and C-SPAN II, substituting other pro¬ 
gramming during prime-time hours. 

During the National Gay and Lesbian March on 
Washington, C-SPAN broadcast complete coverage of 
stage events and speakers, providing an invaluable ser- 

• vice to those unable to attend the march in person. C- 
SPAN broadcast the Senate hearings on Roberta 
Achtenberg, the debates on gays in the military and 
the hearings on local military base closures. C-SPAN 
regularly broadcasts debates, forums and conferences 
on economic and foreign policy of immediate and vital 
interest to everybody in the Bay Area. 

In her announcement that C-SPAN coverage was be¬ 
ing curtailed, Bay Cablevision General Manager 
Dahlia Moodie claims that “we have no choice but to 
make [these] changes.” This is bullshit. Yes, to accom¬ 
modate changes mandated by the 1992 Cable Act, the 
company may have needed to juggle some of its 
coverage — but there was no reason to sacrifice C- 
SPAN. The company chose to leave untouched more 
profitable stations (which carry inane “infomercials” 
for hours every night) because these bring in money 
to Bay Cablevision. Public service was cynically 
sacrificed to greed. Surely, full-time access to C-SPAN 
should be the very minimum of public service that any 
cable company provides. By cutting off its viewers’ ac¬ 
cess to C-SPAN, Bay Cablevision is cutting off their 
access to the national debate on gay rights, foreign 
policy, economic reform, and any number of other 
vital issues. 

I hope that everyone affected will protest this cut¬ 
back and insist that Bay Cablevision restore full 
24-hour coverage of C-SPAN I and C-SPAN II. The 
person responsible is Dahlia Moodie, General 
Manager, Bay Cablevision, 2900 Technology Court, 
Richmond, CA 94806.

Sev¬ 
eral stories noted that in a 
town where political power is 
measured by the company 
you keep, Feinstein celebrat¬ 
ed her 60th birthday last 
month by dining in the per¬ 
sonal quarters of the White 
House with her husband, a 
very few select friends, and 
the president and the first 
lady. 

In fact, Senator Feinstein, 
seated next to Hillary Rod¬ 
ham Clinton, was personally 
presented with a birthday 
cake with the chummy in¬ 
scription “Happy Birthday, 
Dianne” by the president him¬ 
self. Those who spend their 
time keeping tabs on power 
moves that occur daily inside 
the Washington Beltway are 
quick to point out that the 
first family has to date invited 
only a handful of U.S. sena¬ 
tors to the White House for 
dinner — and those (except for 
Feinstein) were limited to 
only the powerful Senate 
leaders. 

One reporter who has cov¬ 
ered the Washington scene 
for years tells me that the 
capital, in fact, usually tends 
to ignore elected newcomers 
but has quickly anointed the 
popular Feinstein as “a player 
who has the potential to rise 
very quickly in this institution 
[the Senate] that is seldom, if 
ever, seen.” Despite a couple 
of serious run-ins with long¬ 
time Senate leaders (particu¬ 
larly veteran Senator Robert 
Byrd, the crusty, conservative 
Democrat from West Vir¬ 
ginia), some lingering person¬ 
al staff problems, and the 
very fact that she is a new¬ 
comer to Washington, Capi- 
tol-watchers have labeled the 
former San Francisco mayor 
a “political superstar” in the 
nation’s capital. 

While some reporters cred¬ 
it her instant national celebri¬ 
ty to the fact that she is a 
woman and stands unusually 
tall — almost six feet in heels 
— others are at a loss to ex¬ 
plain what it is about the Cal¬ 
ifornia senator that makes it 
ail but impossible for her to 
even eat at a public Washing¬ 
ton restaurant. 

Other senators, many with 
years of seniority, privately 
grouse: “Everybody around 
here treats this woman like a 
movie star; even the tourists 
have been lining up outside 
committee rooms awaiting a 
chance to take her photo or 
get her autograph; it’s all a bit 
much,” says one less-notable 
senator. Even Feinstein’s hus¬ 
band, financier Dick Blum, 


has been shaking his head in 
amazement as he observes 
that “she’s almost as well-rec¬ 
ognized here in Washington 
as she is back in San Francis¬ 
co.” He also noted that a re¬ 
cent trip to the Safeway in 
Washington resulted in so 
many other shoppers calling 
her name and asking for her 
autograph, Feinstein finally 
had to leave the supermarket. 

Feinstein, who must run 
for re-election next year to a 
full term, takes full advantage 
of weekly offers to appear on 
Nightline, Face The Nation, 
Larry King, and other shows 
that seemingly always want 
her. Although the senator 
says she “misses” San Fran¬ 
cisco — especially her new 
eight-month-old granddaugh¬ 
ter — she nevertheless recently 
purchased a new condo in up¬ 
town Washington where she 
sits on a terrace that over¬ 
looks the city’s landmarks. 

Now, almost certain of 
winning again next year, she 
says she “loves” her new job, 
even if she is still somewhat 
in awe of the power she sud¬ 
denly has — she was appoint¬ 
ed to the Senate’s most-covet¬ 
ed committee within weeks of 
taking office. She has only 
missed one vote (her beeper 
failed to notify her that it was 
taking place) and says, “I am 
here to vote; I am here to do 
a job,” adding, “this work 
[public service] is what I’ve 
trained myself to do; it’s a 
life’s dream to be here.” 

Some Democratic Party 
pundits are even pointing out 
that if, as expected, she wins 
re-election next year, she’ll 
only be 67 when the term 
ends in the year 2000, which 
also happens to be a presiden¬ 
tial election year. 

Indeed, there is a lot of 
talk about Feinstein in Wash¬ 
ington these days, and as any 
politician would, the lady 
loves it. A private birthday 
dinner at the White House? In 
a city where access and atten-

tion matter greatly, and 
where personality and person¬ 
al relationships automatically 
mean success, Dianne Fein¬ 
stein, only a senator for eight 
months, has clearly arrived.

He’s too proud to forsake 
another term, but political 
problems keep piling up for 
Governor Wilson: the 
Amador County GOP Central 
Committee voted unanimous¬ 
ly this month to urge Wilson 
not to run again “for the best 
interests of the party,” and a 
few other of the state’s 53 
county Republican commit¬ 
tees are expected to follow; 
hardline conservatives in the 
state GOP would love to see 
right-wing Attorney General 
Dan Lungren challenge Wil¬ 
son, but that isn’t likely to 
happen.

Meanwhile, a real battle 
with big bucks involved is ap¬ 
parently coming between Re¬ 
publicans Tom Campbell, a 
former congressmember, and 
Assemblyman Chuck Quack- 
enbush, over who will replace 
moderate GOP state Senator 
Becky Morgan, who recently 
announced her resignation 
from the Legislature; support¬ 
ers of both Republicans say 
they “are in to stay” and this 
one could get nasty and very 
expensive; Quackenbush has 
reportedly already lent his 
own campaign a quarter mil¬ 
lion dollars “just to get start¬ 
ed”; if no candidate of either 
party gets a majority in the 
scheduled November 2 elec¬ 
tion the top vote-getters in the 
two major parties will face a 
runoff December 28. So far, 
Campbell looks like the early 
GOP favorite in this one 
In Hanover, New Hamp¬ 
shire, Dartmouth College’s

And just because we all 
saw it coming, the broken 
promise still shows more 
cowardice than compromise 
on the part of President Clin¬ 
ton. 

Certainly, the Clinton Side¬ 
slip is a step backward, most 
of all because he caved in to 
homophobic stereotypes of 
gay men and lesbians as dif¬ 
ferent from their straight 
counterparts. He acted on the 
belief that we are unable to 
curb our sexual desires, we 
are determined to get into the 
fatigues of others without 
their consent, and we’re the 
ones to hold responsible for 
the divisiveness that leads to 
gay-bashing in the barracks. 

Part of me wants to chirp 
something appropriately boot 
camp, like “we may have lost 
this battle, but we’ll triumph 
in our war,” but I’ve had 
mixed feelings around this is¬ 
sue. There’s something won¬ 
derful and hope-filled in those 
calls to “Cruise queers, not 
missiles,” and “Keep the ban, 
but end the military.” 

Why has this particular is¬ 
sue successfully mobilized so 
many lesbian, gay, and bisex¬ 
ual Americans? Over the 
course of this campaign (is 
there any political language 
that is not militaristic?!), I’ve 
been wondering if the show 
of political clout fairly repre¬ 
sents unity or progress for 
our movement. 

Did our gay and lesbian 
leadership, in their market¬ 
conscious wisdom, know that 
this was the issue to push at 
high levels because it was the 
one that would bring the 
“most” of us out — the most of 
us who would look and sound 
and even have bank accounts 
like their average straight 
Democrats? 

Fighting to lift the ban al¬ 
lowed us to buy into a patrio¬ 


tism for the mainstream. 

And I bought it too, which 
is just what I feel like now 


that I have visibility: part of a 
consumer market. When the 
Democratic Convention

The Spiel (With Subtexts)

H ello! I’d like to thank 
you all for being here 
at today’s forum on 
alternative treat¬ 
ments for AIDS. I’m glad to 
be here in San Francisco (es¬ 
pecially since the authorities 
back in Florida were begin¬ 
ning to crack down on my 
“clinic”), where people are 
open minded (and there are 
so many crazies and weirdos 
that I look normal by compar¬ 
ison). So many PWAs have 
been taken in by the lies of 
the medical mainstream, it’s 
encouraging to see others 
who remain receptive to un¬ 
conventional approaches to 
curing AIDS (let’s face it: you 
guys are so desperate that 
you’d buy Drano from the 
Easter Bunny in Dolores 
Park). 

Before I begin I’d like to 
thank the prominent AIDS 
organization that’s sponsoring 
today’s event (a hollow shell 
of an activist group since the 
leftist lesbians who ran it lost 
interest in it after they drove 
out all of the HIVers, leaving 
its hallowed name as conve¬ 
nient cover for crackpots like 
me). Too many of our so- 
called advocacy groups have 
sold out (and what’s more, 
they won’t give me a piece of 
the pie, greedy assholes). 

First, I need to tell you 
that most of what you have 
been told about AIDS is lies, 
all lies (even if they’re noth¬ 
ing compared to the whop¬ 
pers I’m going to try and sell 
you today!). If you talk to a 
regular doctor, they’ll tell you 
that you’re going to die 
(which I suppose is true for 
most of you Dead Meat Spe¬ 
cials; but that would be a 
lousy opening for my snake- 
oil pitch); but I’m here to tell 
you that you can live! AIDS 
can be cured (oops! The mag¬ 
ic word that brings down the 
FDA like flies onto shit; bet¬ 
ter correct that) — or at least 
treated effectively. With some 
of the things I’m going to tell 
you about today you can lead 
a long and normal life (but 
I’m still gonna make you 
suckers pay in advance). 

Most activists have long 
since sold out to major phar¬ 
maceutical corporations (they 
snapped up all the good ones, 
and I’m left with the franchise 
of a small-time drug compa¬ 
ny, worse luck). These capital¬ 
ist monsters fly around their 
tame activists in first class to 
their fancy meetings (I only 
managed to wring a business 
class ticket out of my sugar- 
daddy corporation, and we 


held our “meeting” at the lo¬ 
cal Denny’s) and in return 
these so-called AIDS “advo¬ 
cates” push whatever expen¬ 
sive and dangerous drugs 
American Medicine is hawk¬ 
ing this week. 

I went to a forum the other 
day on “Immune Restoration” 
— it should have been called 
“Immune Restoration for the 
Rich and Famous!” All of 
these so-called treatments cost 
an arm and a leg and only 
rich PWAs could ever afford 
them. I’m committed to devel¬ 
oping a safe and inexpensive 
cure that everyone can afford 
(I have to accept a relatively 
modest mark-up from a 
bunch of broke welfare 
queens like you guys). 

I’m here to tell you the 
truth (what is truth, anyway?) 
and to give you some options 
that could save your life (then 
again, maybe not; but they 
may salvage my shaky credit 
rating). There’s some debate 
as to what actually causes 
AIDS. Many prominent scien¬ 
tists and activists doubt that 
HIV is the major cause of 
AIDS (well, one publicity- 
hound virologist, and a couple 
of deranged editors of gay 
newspapers) — but we won’t 
go into that here. Even with¬ 
out knowing the precise cause 
of a disease, we can often 
treat it on the basis of clinical 
trial and error. 

It was by such a happy ac¬ 
cident that I discovered the 
curative powers of a special 
serum derived from snake 
venom. Have you ever heard 
of a snake dying of cancer? 
Or of a serpent with an im¬ 
mune system dysfunction? 
There is something in their 
blood that prevents it; no 
need to go into the complex 
chemistry of it here (since 
even a moderately educated 
HIVer would see right 
through this mumbo-jumbo). 
In combination with certain 
Chinese herbs, oral interfer¬ 
on, and/or ozone therapies 
(i.e., whatever crackpot drug 
du jour you happen to be into 
right now), Vipex Corpora¬ 
tion’s reptile DNA emulsion 
(doesn’t that sound better 
than ‘snake oil?’) sweeps 
AIDS right out of the blood¬ 
stream. 

Where can you get it? 
Alas, the fascists at the FDA 
won’t approve reptile DNA 
emulsion (they’re sloppy 
jerks, but even they aren’t 
that crazy). I want you to get 
on the phone and call them! 
Chain yourself to their office 
doors! Put the pressure on 
them (these wimps capitulate 
to any hint of controversy — 


look how they rushed to ap¬ 
prove ddC!). Demand that this 
treatment be approved imme¬ 
diately (at which point my 
stock in Vipex corporation 
might actually be worth 
something) and that official 
trials be started on it as soon 
as possible (but hopefully not 
too soon, since the results are 
likely to blow this scam right 
out of the water; but I should 
have cashed in my chips by 
that time). 

In the meantime, you 
might be able to find an un-

derground clinic through the 
informal network (as soon as 
I find a state where the health 
authorities are totally co¬ 
matose — maybe Alabama). 
For a modest fee (your entire 
life’s savings, whatever that 
may be) you can get a treat¬ 
ment that could save your life 
(or at least give you a few 
months of false hope before 
you croak). Thank you for 
your attention; call my 1-900 
number for more information 
(shit, that looks like a bill col¬ 
lector eyeing me from the en¬ 
trance — I’d better sneak out 
the back way). 

Spin control (with subtexts) 

Pibb Pharmaceutical Cor¬ 
poration would like to wel¬ 
come members of the media 
(it’s truly amazing how you 
flock like lemmings to our 
events whenever we snap our 
fingers) to this special press 
conference on our new and 
promising treatment (well, it 
promises at least moderate 
profits), PWA86. In combina¬ 
tion with standard nucleoside 
analogs (we may as well jump 
on the bandwagon with ev¬ 
eryone else) it offers the best 
hope available for treating 
AIDS (or at least squeezing 
some money out of Uncle 
Sucker before it flops com¬ 
pletely). 

This promising treatment 
was first investigated in 1986 
(and found to be pretty worth¬ 
less, at which point we 
bought from its original inves¬ 
tigator for a song). It repeated¬ 
ly demonstrated its ability to 
destroy HIV in the test tube 
(as do bleach, alcohol, and V- 
8,1 suppose) and in 1989 (after 
we’d given up on our other 
candidate treatments) it began 
clinical trials under the aus¬ 
pices of the AIDS Clinical 
Trials Group as ACTG 8686 
(once again, the government 
picking up the tab for the re¬ 
search so that private indus- 
(Continued on next page) 
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try can harvest the profits if 
you actually find the damn 
needle in the haystack — we 
love this country!). 

Early in the course of the 
trial it was realized that 
PWA86 wasn’t best deployed 
as a “solo” treatment (after six 
weeks we knew it had 
bombed: HIV mutated into a 
drug-resistant strain within 
hours). The study was re-de- 
signed (we call these “salvage 
trials” in the industry: you’ve 
already got the guinea pigs in 
their cages, so you may as 
well run them through the 
maze) to test a new approach 
to the treatment of AIDS 
(since even back then it was 
becoming obvious that we’d 
flogged the nucleoside ana¬ 
logues for all they’re worth — 
which wasn’t much). 

The idea was to add 
PWA86 to a nucleoside ana¬ 
logue or two or three (de¬ 
pending on who’s got what by 
then) and overwhelm HIV’s 
defenses. Although HIV can 
in fact mutate to a resistant 
form of any one of these 
drugs, it was hoped that a 
combination would force the 
virus into a harmless varia¬ 
tion (figuring that maybe it 
would become so confused by 
the profusion of toxic chemi¬ 
cals in the bloodstream that it 
would have a nervous break¬ 
down. It didn’t). 

One of our promising 
young graduate students (no 
senior researcher would soil 
his hands with a turkey like 
this) discovered a combina¬ 
tion that appeared to devas¬ 
tate the virus and frustrate its 
attempts to mutate (it was all 
sloppy lab-work on his part, 
we now realize: but at the 


time we were happy enough 
to accept any good news). The 
official publication of our pa¬ 
per just before the recent In¬ 
ternational Conference on 
AIDS in Berlin (where it 
went over like the best 
lifeboat on the Titanic — the 
competition was truly pathet¬ 
ic, thank God) was certainly a 
stroke of luck (and perhaps 
the result of a few judicious 
bribes to selected journal ed¬ 
itors). 

Public demand for the 
new treatment (carefully or¬ 
chestrated by yours truly, 
compliments of our multi-mil- 
lion-dollar PR department) 
led to specially accelerated 
trials to verify its potential (it 
gave everyone involved a nice 
sense of Doing Important 
Things Fast — very satisfying 
if ultimately entirely delusion¬ 
al). We are pleased (damn, 
holding this phony smile is 
getting painful) to announce 
(and, hopefully, explain away) 
some of the early results of 
that trial. 

We were of course disap¬ 
pointed to hear that a few re¬ 
search labs of moderate repute 
(Harvard, the Pasteur Institute, 
John Hopkins) had failed to 
replicate our original results. 
Nor were we encouraged 
when our own lab failed to 
replicate the original results 
(once we got around to trying, 
a few months late). But we are 
continuing with our specially 
accelerated emergency trial 
(we’re not about to give the 
money back to the Fed) and 
hope that most of the subjects 
currently enrolled will stick 
with the project (I can’t imag¬ 
ine why anyone would, but

issue has tapped into a deep- 
rooted need for many gay 
men to convince the world 
(and have the world acknowl¬ 
edge) that they are Real Men. 
In turn, as a lesbian, working 
to lift the ban is, at least in 
part, the struggle for women 
to have equal opportunities 
that men have — gay or 
straight — in the military. 

Sometimes, spontaneity is 
the best solution. I was walk¬ 
ing to get coffee Sunday 
morning when a friend asked 
what I was up to and said he 
was thinking about going to 
the AIDS Walk. I offered to 
sponsor him and went on my 
way. By the time I hit the 
next block, I had turned 
around, knocked on his door, 
and asked if he had room in 
his car for me. 

Off we went. 

Sure, I could be cynical 
about motivation behind so 
much corporate sponsorship. 
Indeed, I wondered if I was 
merely a consumer when I 
saw the $22 silver-plated 
“Cure Bracelet” for sale, to 
wear until there’s a cure 
(First it was the dog tags, now 


the P.O.W. bracelet is ours to 
claim). The ad for Bank of 
America boasting founder 
A.P. Giannini’s claim, “If I 
ever lost human contact that 
would break my spirit,” made 
me wonder if Giannini had 
ever been a Boy Scout. 

But the sunshine was too 
strong for me to let me dwell 
on reflection. Besides, there 
were about 17,000 walking 
reasons for hope. Walkers of 
all ages — many visibly gay, 
many visibly lesbian, many 
visibly straight, and many 
more, well, without asking, 
there was no telling (which is 
a fine policy for an individual 
citizen, but a lousy one for a 
government). 

“AIDS Walk Teams” from 
over 500 business groups, 
community organizations, 
churches, hospitals, govern¬ 
ment agencies, and schools, 
including the San Mateo Viet¬ 
nam Veterans of America, the 
Sisters of Perpetual Indul¬ 
gence, the San Francisco Gi¬ 
ants, and the YMCA. 

Then, there were the infor¬ 
mal groups: the Todd Squad 
from San Jose walking in 
honor of their friend who had 
died; a woman from New 
Zealand walking for the 148 
people her country has lost, 
“especially Laura”; a brother 


and sister, holding hands, 
walking in tribute to their 
brother lost. 

All of them walking to¬ 
gether with a common cause 
and enough hope and com¬ 
mitment to raise over $2.6 
million for a variety of Bay 
Area AIDS services organiza¬ 
tions. In fact, the only mo¬ 
ment of disagreement I wit¬ 
nessed was a momentary dog 
fight, at which the owners of 
both canines claimed respon¬ 
sibility and begged apologies 
from everyone around. This 
was a peaceful, united, hope¬ 
ful 17,000. 

I suspect that if some coun¬ 
try had declared war on us at 
that moment in the sunshine 
— despite Clinton’s non-lifting 
of the ban — we would have 
been willing to fight together. 

And I think that’s just the 
point. War has been declared 
upon us, and though we need 
allies in high places like the 
White House, we have a lot of 
people willing to join the bat¬ 
tle. Let’s enlist every single 
one of them. Let’s not give up 
now. Let’s move forward to¬ 
gether. 

So, it is with no thanks to 
President Clinton that I can 
still believe in a place called 
Hope. ▼ 


there’s a lot of dementia in 
this population — we may keep 
a few on the hook) as it contin¬ 
ues to explore the clinical po¬ 
tential of PWA86. 

Well, I’m sorry we had to 
drag you out at such an unusu¬ 
al time (we had to hold this 


until after 5 p.m. Eastern 
Time to avoid shaking the 
market with a bomb of this 
magnitude), but I’m sure you 
agree that live-saving news 
like this deserves — nay, de¬ 
mands! — immediate attention. 
I’d like to close by reminding 
you that Pibb Pharmaceuticals 


posted a hefty 35 percent in¬ 
crease in profits last quarter

A Gay Bashing 
Survivor Remembers

I never totally lost con¬ 
sciousness. Not totally. But 
the first clear awareness 
when I “came to” was that 
damn red light going ’round, 
and the realization that I 
could quit telling myself, 
“You’ve got to get up. You’ve 
got to get yourself to help. 
Get up. Start walking.” 

I was loaded on an ambu¬ 
lance and I think strapped in. 

I put the inner crook of my 
numb right elbow over my 
eyes and let the tears flow. 
No sobs. No heaving. Just the 
free flow of tears. ‘Bout damn 
time. I guess everyone has 
wondered how they would re¬ 
act in the circumstances I had 
just experienced. Would I beg 
for my life? Cry like a baby? 
My one consolation — aside 
from the fact that I had sur¬ 
vived — was that I had not suf¬ 
fered the indignity of crying 
in front of them. I had re¬ 
fused to give them that plea¬ 
sure. 

It was almost exactly 21 
years ago: Friday night, Au¬ 
gust 5, 1972.1 had offered two 
guys at a gay bar in San An¬ 
tonio, Texas, a ride home. In¬ 
stead of me giving them a 
ride, they took me for a ride. 
Looking back on it, all the 
clues were there. I saw them 
all. I just misread them. They 
had never been in that bar be¬ 
fore. They were vague about 


where they needed to go. If I 
would just drop them off any 
place on the Interstate 10 free¬ 
way, they could hitch-hike 
from there. Together with 
their unfashionably short hair, 
it all added up to one thing, I 
thought. They were in the 
military. 

I had been born and raised 
in San Antonio, which was 
home to four Air Force bases 
and an Army installation. Not 
only had I seen G.I.s all my 
life, but three months earlier I 
had been discharged from the 
Army Security Agency. Even 
in a gay bar, I could spot two 
G.I.s in civvies a mile away, 
or so I thought. And, in 1972, 
small wonder that they would 
be uncomfortable in a gay 
bar. 

Once in the car, with one 
of them in the front seat with 
me, the other in the back seat 
behind me, I asked if they 
were in the service. One of 
them laughed and said no. 
Sure, I thought. I told them 
that I had just got out of the 
Army, and was fresh back 
from two years overseas. The 
other one laughed and said 
that he wasn’t in the service 
either. They were telling the 
truth, it turned out. 

The one in the front seat 
casually reached down to his 
ankle. A little too casually, 
but I couldn’t make anything 
of it. My eyes went back to 
the street, but when I stopped 


at the next stop sign, his left 
hand was on the left side of 
my neck, and his right hand 
was holding a knife to the 
right side of my neck. “Turn 
around and pull over,” he 
said. This isn’t real, I thought. 
It only happens on TV. Or to 
a neighbor’s friend’s third 
cousin. Not me. I’m charmed. 
I’m protected. I’m me. I’m not 
someone else. 

Kill me quick and easy 

I was told to keep my 
hands on the steering wheel 
and to not try anything. He 
had to be joking! I’m the orig¬ 
inal first class, A-number-one, 


red-blooded, all-American 
coward! I didn’t even know 
how to try anything, certainly 
not with a knife held to my 
neck. 

“How much money do you 
have on you?” 

So that’s it! All they want 
is my money. If I play my 
cards right, if I cooperate, 
they’ll just take my wallet, 
and probably my car, and at 
most, I might be roughed up 
a little. The police will find 
the car. The worst thing that 
will happen is that I’m going 
to lose my wallet. I can live 
with that. I just have to coop¬ 
erate. Whew! For a while 
there I thought they were 
queer bashers. 

“Twenty-five or thirty dol¬ 
lars, maybe less,” I answered. 

“How much?” The knife 
was pressed closer. It hurt a 
little. 

“Twenty-five or thirty dol¬ 
lars, maybe less.” I pulled 
over on the right. The guy in 
the back seat got out first and 
opened my door, blocking 
any escape. I scooted out of 
the car directly onto the grass 
face down, the knife at my 
neck the whole time. And 
then their fun began. 

The one with the knife at 
my neck was on top of me, 
going methodically through 
my pockets. For reasons un¬ 
clear at the time, he took the 
knife away only to occasional¬ 
ly pull my head back by the 
hair and punch me in the 
nose, and twice to slash my 
right ear. I don’t remember 
how many times he hit me in 
the nose, but I remember 
thinking, “One more punch 
and I’ll have a broken nose.” 
This was getting serious. 

At one point he put the 
knife at the base of my ear 
and cut upward. Then I think 
he hit my nose again. 

If any Vietnam vets are 
reading this, please forgive 
me for what I’m going to de¬ 
scribe next. Please consider 
the panic, and remember that 
this was 1972, and that there 
were stories circulating about 
American servicemen cutting 
ears off of Vietnamese civil¬ 
ians for souvenirs. The sec¬ 
ond time he slashed my ear, I 
honestly thought the lower 
half of it had to be fully sepa¬ 
rated from my head. I 
thought, “My God, this guy 
lost his mind in Vietnam. 
He’s slowly cutting my ear 
off. The S.O.B. is cutting off 
my ear!” 

I think it was at this point 
that I started praying that if 
they were going to kill me, 


that it would be quick and 
easy, no more nonsense. 

Hope raised, hope lost 

About this time also, a car 
pulled up behind mine and 
stopped. Please, God, let it be 
the police. The guy without 
the knife said, “Frank, we got 
company.” “Frank” answered, 
“I see them, J.J.” He told me 
to act naturally. Act naturally! 
In the middle of a mugging! 
“J.J.” stretched out on the 
ground, casually propping his 
head up on one elbow. Two 
couples got out of the car, 
laughing, and started up the 
sidewalk to the house. One 
woman asked the other, 
“What’s going on over there 
next door?” We must have 
looked like two friends taking 
care of a sick drunk. “Frank” 
told me not to say anything. I 
didn’t dare. What if they 
didn’t want to get involved? 
And if they did get involved, 
my throat could get slit be¬ 
fore they knew it. I watched 
silently while my four hopes 
for survival laughed and 
joked their way up the side¬ 
walk into the safety of the 
house. 

Frank must have figured 
now that enough was enough. 
He reached down, grabbed 
my testicles, and asked, 
“Where’s your wallet?” I 
couldn’t believe it. Is that 
what this has been all about? 
He couldn’t find my wallet? 
Why hadn’t he just said so? 
Incredulously, I told him it 
was in my left hip pocket. He 
said, “It isn’t there.” 

Oh, God. I had told them I 
had twenty-five or thirty dol¬ 
lars, and now I couldn’t pro¬ 
duce it. I said that it either 
must have fallen out of my 
pocket while we were awk¬ 
wardly getting out of the car, 
or it must be back at the bar. 
He told J.J. to check the front 
seat of the car. 

Then he placed the knife 
at the back of my neck, 
pulled my head back by the 
hair, and pushed the knife 
into my neck. One arm went 
numb, and I knew he had hit 
the spinal cord. There was a 
second sharp pain as he 
pushed the knife further. 
What if he pushed the knife 
in further a third time? A 
fourth time? How long till he 
would hit the windpipe? By 
the time someone finds me, 
will there be enough time left 
to do a tracheotomy? God, 
this isn’t how I want to die, 
not like this. 

The knife was still in my 
(Continued on next page) 
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neck (or maybe that second 
stab of pain was when he 
withdrew it?), and Frank was 
talking to me. I have no earth¬ 
ly idea what he was saying. I 
wasn’t listening. God, this 
isn’t how I want to die. As 
soon as they’re gone, Lord, 
help me stand or crawl. Help 
me get myself to help. 

After eternities, I heard J.J. 
say, “Frank, I have his wallet 
right here. It’s got twenty dol¬ 
lars in it. Let’s go.” Frank 
said, “Okay, J.J., just a 
minute.” And then he contin¬ 
ued telling me something 
about not trying to follow 
them or call the police, or 
something equally stupid. I 
wasn’t listening, just agreeing 
to whatever he was saying. 

I never felt the knife leave 
my neck. I had suffered an 
inch-and-a-half deep stab 
wound in the back of the 
neck that left me permanent¬ 
ly numb on the right side 
from the shoulder down. Ap¬ 
parently, I tried to get up too 
soon to suit Frank. I just 
know that one of them start¬ 
ed kicking me. 

Later, I learned that one of 
the women who had got out 
of the car behind mine looked 
out of her window when she 
heard me groaning. “Sam,” 
she called out, “they’re beat¬ 
ing that guy up.” Her hus¬ 
band ran outside and yelled, 
seeing that they were kicking 
me unconscious. They had 
kicked me into the gutter, in 
between my car and the curb. 
One took off running, and the 
other yelled, “J.J.!,” jumped 
into my car, picked up his 
friend, and sped off. “Sam” fol¬ 
lowed in his car, just far 
enough to get my license num¬ 
ber, and turned around and 
came back. He parked his car 
where he could shine his lights 
on me. Blood was running 
down the gutter. 

'Tve got to get up.” 

I don’t really remember any 
of that. I was barely conscious, 
thinking, “I’ve got to get up. 
They’re gone now. I’ve got to 
get myself to help.” I was still 
telling myself that when the 
red light started going 
’round.... 

The aftermath is another 
story. A long one. I still don’t 
know the ending. It’s about 
two gay friends that concocted 
and corroborated a story about 
two hitchhikers before notify¬ 
ing my parents, who were out 
of town for the weekend. It’s 
also about insensitive nurses. 
Insensitive police. It’s about 
that champion of the down¬ 
trodden, the defense attorney, 
who single-handedly can turn 
the victim of the crime into 
the perpetrator, and about the 
defendant skipping town after 
the hearing. It’s about the ner¬ 
vous apprehension when two 
or more people approach on 
even the most well-lit street, 
and for several years, being 
uneasy in crowds. 

A few minutes after I was 
placed in a hospital bed, I tried 
to walk to the bathroom and 
discovered I couldn’t even 
stand without falling to the 
floor. Not realizing the loss of 
blood and the trauma to my 
system, I knew only that I had 
suffered spinal cord damage, 
and now I couldn’t walk. The 
pain from being kicked in my 
left shoulder woke me up half 
a dozen times or so, and each 
time I cried myself back to 
sleep thinking I would never 
walk again and wondering 
how I was going to explain all 
this to my family. 


I spent the second night in 
my parents’ home, before be¬ 
ing readmitted to the hospital 
for a week. That night in my 
old bedroom, I woke up with a 
start in the middle of the 
night, literally sweating near 
the air conditioner. I was 
scared and trembling, unable 
to remember what I had been 
dreaming. And I was lying in 
the bed on my stomach, in 
roughly the same position as 
when I had been laid out face 
down on the grass. I’ve never 
gone to sleep lying on my 
stomach since then. Still, ev¬ 
ery now and then, if I feel 
used, taken advantage of, or 
cheated, I have some sort of 
dream about someone hurting 
my neck. 

The next day I was read¬ 
mitted to the hospital because 
of the numbness. My father 
was in the room when the doc¬ 
tor told me that the sensation 
might return, but it could take 
years. When the doctor left the 
room, my father said I 
shouldn’t worry so much 


about the numbness. I was 
dive and walking, and that 
was what was important. I 
said, “Dad, being numb on the 
right side from the shoulder 
down means means the right 
side of everything from the 
shoulder down.” He cleared 
his throat and looked out the 
window. He didn’t know what 
to say. 

For at least a year I carried 
around a pocket knife that was 
so long it was an illegal 
weapon. In the glove compart¬ 
ment of my car, for over two 
years, I kept a paper sack with 
an empty vodka bottle; I had it 
in my mind that if I were to 
ever run across either of them 
again, I would break the bottle 
over his head, run the jagged 
edge of what was left across 
his face, and then cram it into 
his guts — or lower. Friends of 

mine reading that now will be 
shocked, because that wasn’t 
like me before, and it isn’t me 
today, thank God. But for two 
years ... Two years!

How bashing is like AIDS 

Over the years, most of the 
feeling has returned. It’s been 
five or ten years since the 


nerve damage has caused me 
to wet the bed. Sex is great. 
Less frequent, maybe, but 
great. 

None of this is intended as 
a litany of Woe-is-me’s. I really 
just wanted to give an account 
of a horrifying reality of a 
growing crisis, and to tell of its 
long term effects. But even 
more to point out something 
else: 

AIDS has taught so many 
things that can be applied to 
the somewhat similar crisis of 
gay bashing. One of the simi¬ 
larities is that it’s a whole lot 
more easily prevented than 
lived with. Another, unfortu¬ 
nately, is that some of us are 
going to have to see a few peo¬ 
ple living with it, maybe dying 
of it, before deciding to pre¬ 
vent it in our own lives. In 
1972, even when the knife was 
placed to my neck, my first 
thought was, “This can’t be 
happening to me. Things like 
this only happen to somebody 
else.” It’s time we realized 
we’re each somebody else’s 
somebody else. T

More Difficult Straights 
Than Ever: Can Military 
Witch Hunts Be Stopped?

U.S. Representative Lynn 
Woolsey (D-California) last 
week introduced a bill intend¬ 
ed to cut funds used by the 
Department of Defense to 
drum out lesbians and gays. 

The bill could have more 
impact than ever, because 
sources say the military 
stepped up witch hunts 
against gay personnel in the 
weeks before President Clin¬ 
ton announced his new mili¬ 
tary ban. 

Miriam Ben-Shalom of the 
Campaign for Military Ser¬ 
vice told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that Navy comman¬ 
ders called for the elimination 
of as many gays as possible 
before the July 15 deadline 
for a new policy. Ben-Shalom 
said she learned of the order 
through a source inside the 
Navy who requested 
anonymity. 

“They’re going after us 
hook, line, and sinker,” Ben- 
Shalom said. “The compro¬ 
mise is so insidious. It’s actu¬ 
ally worse than the current 
ban because it has so many 
gray areas. In my opinion, 
we’re going to be in more dif¬ 
ficult straights than ever.” 


Ben-Shalom said dis¬ 
charges continue to mount in 
all branches of the military. 

The Department of De¬ 
fense did not respond to ques¬ 
tions from the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter about the number of 
gays discharged in recent 
months. Under the temporary 
agreement worked out last 
January between Clinton and 
Senator Sam Nunn (D-Geor- 
gia), the military was sup¬ 
posed to halt discharges until 
a new policy was announced. 

Woolsey’s new proposal 
was voted down in an Armed 
Services subcommittee but 
still has a chance in the Mer¬ 
chant, Marine, and Fisheries 
Committee, which funds the 
Coast Guard and is headed by 
Representative Gerry Studds 
(D-Massachusetts). 

The bill requires a budget 
reduction based on the total 
amount spent on personnel 
discharged for being gay, in¬ 
cluding recruitment, training, 
pay and benefits, meals, 
health care, education, cost of 
an investigation, trial, and dis¬ 
charge itself. 

“President Clinton’s policy 
for gays and lesbians in the 
military, if implemented and 
enforced fairly, should result

in a reduction of military 
witch hunts,” Woolsey said. 
“My bill will serve as an in¬ 
centive for the military to not 
waste its money on unneces¬ 
sary and unwarranted investi¬ 
gations of gay and lesbian 
personnel.” 

Woolsey introduced her 
legislation in time for consid¬ 
eration as congressmembers 
prepare the Department of 
Defense Authorization bill, 
which funds the military. 

Meanwhile, activists will 
continue to lobby the presi¬ 
dent on the unfairness of a 


policy that purports to be a 
step forward while it pushes 
gays back behind the hat box¬ 
es in the closet. Ben-Shalom 
and others will hold a demon¬ 
stration July 30 in front of the 
White House. 


“I feel enormously be¬ 
trayed by my president, by 
my elected officials and in 
some measure by my coun¬ 
try,” Ben-Shalom said. “I’ve 
fought this issue for 20 years 
and I always thought America 
was fair. Last Monday my 


faith in this country began to 
die. 

“The thing nobody has 
mentioned is that we’re talk¬ 
ing about human beings,” 
Ben-Shalom said. “Gay people 
do not have three eyes, do not 
carry the lavender plague, 
and are not lavender Mar¬ 
tians. I am so angry some¬ 
times that we are subjecting 
American citizens to this kind 
of silliness in 1993 that it 
leaves me speechless ... This 
is not my America. This is 
not the country I loved.” ▼

"We Will Continue 
To Make Marines" 

The new policy for the Marine Corps, as outlined on July 
20 by Commandant General C. E. Mundy, Jr., is as follows: 

“On 19 July 93, the Commander in Chief announced his de¬ 
cision on a policy for homosexuals in the Armed Forces. The 
policy will be effective on 1 October 93. The policy will pre¬ 
serve good order, discipline and cohesion in our Marine Corps 
while ensuring that persons whose behavior is consistent with 
the high standards of the Armed Forces can serve, while those 
whose is not will be separated. It is a sound policy, and it re¬ 
flects a courageous decision by our Commander in Chief. The 
president sought, and was given, the most comprehensive ad¬ 
vice those in uniform could offer; weighed it; and made a de¬ 
cision in the best interest of maintaining the effectiveness of 
the Armed Forces. 

“Key elements of the new policy are as follows: 

“A. The (Department of Defense] has long held, as a 
general rule, that homosexuality is incompatible with mil¬ 
itary service. Even so, we recognize that homosexuals 
have served in the Armed Forces, sometimes with distinc¬ 
tion — not because they were homosexuals, but because 
they were able to conform their behavior to the constraints 
of military service. 

“B. Sexual orientation, defined as a sexual attraction to 
individuals of a particular sex, either opposite, or same, is 
a private matter, and is not a bar to service entry or con¬ 
tinued services unless manifested by homosexual conduct. 

“C Service members will continue to be discharged for 
homosexual conduct. For the purpose of this policy, homo¬ 
sexual conduct is: 

“(1) A homosexual act, or 

“(2) A statement by a service member that he or she 

is a homosexual or bisexual, or 

“(3) A homosexual marriage or attempted homosexual 

marriage. 

“D. Commanders and investigative agencies will not ini¬ 
tiate inquiries or investigations solely to determine a ser¬ 
vice member’s sexual orientation, nor will members be re¬ 
quired to reveal their sexual orientation. Commanders 
will, however, continue to initiate inquiries or investiga¬ 
tions when there is credible information that a basis for 
discharge or disciplinary action exists. 

“It is now time to get on with the business of implementing 
this policy. As I told you on 29 January 93, the Marine Corps 
will continue to make Marines and we will treat all Marines 
with firmness, fairness and human dignity. Those who first 
and foremost desire to be Marines will have every opportunity 
to do so under the new policy. 

“Semper fidelis, Marines.” ▼

L.A. Ban Protesters 
March to UCLA ROTC

Still outraged by President 
Clinton’s compromise on gays 
in the military, about 300 les¬ 
bians and gays rallied at the 
Federal Building in West- 
wood on Friday, July 23, and 
marched to the ROTC head¬ 
quarters on the UCLA cam¬ 
pus. 

Although marchers had no 
permits and took over the 
ten-lane-wide Wilshire Boule¬ 
vard at an intersection once 
considered the most traf¬ 
ficked corner in the world at 
rush hour, the Los Angeles 
police did nothing to impede 
the procession. In fact, when 
a bus driver insisted on nos¬ 
ing his bus through a handful 
of demonstrators blocking his 
path, several LAPD officers 
rode up on motorcycles and 
ordered the driver to stop. 
They even boarded the bus to 
make sure he understood the 
instructions. 

“We’re here, we’re queer, 
and so are some of you!” The 
marchers yelled at the by¬ 
standers, handing them 
leaflets urging them to call 
Clinton, their representatives, 
and the Joint Chiefs to protest 
the compromise. “First us, 
next you,” they said. 

But despite alternating 
anger and joviality, the 
marchers quieted down while 
passing the UCLA Medical 
building where people with 
AIDS and other illnesses re¬ 


side. “We are a considerate 
people,” one protester whis¬ 
pered to a reporter. Once giv¬ 
en the all-clear by march lead¬ 
ers Carol Anderson of the Los 
Angeles Coalition for Military 
Service and Jody Hoenniger, 
a former Air Force Lieu¬ 
tenant discharged for being 
lesbian, the whistles blew and 
the yelling resumed. 

At another rally at UCLA, 
Anderson urged protesters to 
call California Senators Bar¬ 
bara Boxer and Dianne Fein- 
stein and ask them to read 
the Rand study into the pub¬ 
lic record. The Rand study 
was commissioned by the De¬ 
partment of Defense for $1.3 
million and after a six-month 
study of gays in paramilitary 
forces such as police and fire 
departments, as well as other 
countries’ militaries, allegedly 
concludes that gays would 
have little problem integrat¬ 
ing into the armed forces. 

Sources who have fol¬ 
lowed the study say DOD 
Secretary Les Aspin did not 
read the report but rather 
only received an oral presen¬ 
tation. The report has not 
been made public. 

Additionally Anderson and 
others at the rally questioned 
why Boxer, Feinstein, and 
other friends of the gay com¬ 
munity have not taken to the 
Senate floor in defense of lift¬ 
ing the ban. They called for a 
withholding of gay dollars 
from political campaigns and

other fundraisers and the 
withdrawal of voters from the 
Democratic Party to re-regis- 
ter as Independents. 

One moving moment dur¬ 
ing the rally came when An¬ 
gela Azada-Madsen, 33, a dis¬ 
abled Army vet bedecked in 
fatigues and medals, started 
the Pledge of Allegiance. Un¬ 
expectedly, with an outburst 
of rage, she changed the 
words: “...one nation so divid¬ 
ed by hate and fear that there 
is no liberty and justice for 
all.” 

Republican Log Cabin 
Club member Kelly Landis, 
27, was met with applause 
when he pointed out that 
many Democrats — such as 
Sam Nunn — are against gay 


rights but many Republicans 
“support us.” The Log Cabin 
Club is working with those 
congressmembers, he said. 

While there were some of 
the “usual suspects” and old 
faces such as Stonewall 
Democratic Club’s Morris 
Kight, Micki Jackson, 
GLAAD/LA’s Jehan Agrama 
and Lee Worbel, and the 
Coalitions’ Kathy Paspalis, 
there were a number of new¬ 
er faces as well. Steve Potos- 
ki, 17, and Philliup Jones, 18, 
are both heterosexuals in¬ 
volved with a Youth Scholars 
Summer program at UCLA. 

This is the first march for 
both, and they are eager to 
share their experience. Jones 
says he’s planning to become 


a lobbyist and will start out 
as a congressional page next 
year. He will certainly tell his 
congressmember about the 
march, he said. 

Potoski said that he 
marched because he believes 
in equal rights — a point driv¬ 
en home to him by a straight 
high school counselor who 
taught the students chants for 
gays. Apparently the coun¬ 
selor’s grandfather was gay 
and her family didn’t find out 
until after he died, Potoski 
said. So she wanted to help 
her students understand the 
issue. 

The march ended without 
incident after snaking back 
through Westwood Village to 
the Federal Building. T 


Methodist Minister 
Blasts Compromise

Although the United 
Methodist Church won’t lift 
its own ban against ordaining 
lesbians and gays as minis¬ 
ters, the top executive of the 
denomination says that Pres¬ 
ident’ Clinton’s policy on gays 
in the military is discriminato¬ 
ry- 

“Certain basic human 
rights and civil liberties are 
due all persons. We are com¬ 
mitted to the support of those 
rights and liberties for homo¬ 
sexual persons,” said the Rev¬ 
erend Thom White Wolf Fas- 
sett on July 20. 

“We regret that the na¬ 
tion’s largest employer, the 
United States military, will 
continue to deny basic civil 
rights and human dignity to 
some of its ranks — gay men 
and lesbians. 

“When the President an¬ 
nounced the new policy on 
homosexuals serving in the 
military, he disappointed 
those who believe in the pro¬ 
tection of human and civil 
rights for all. The announced 
policy continues the practice 
of discrimination on the basis 
of sexual orientation. Conduct 
will be evaluated with a dou¬ 
ble standard; one for hetero¬ 
sexual behavior. Basic human 


freedoms will be limited by 
threats of investigations and 
discharge,” Fassett noted. 

Fassett, the general secre¬ 
tary of the church’s Board of 
Church and Society, empha¬ 
sized in his statement that his 
comments were his own and 
that he was not speaking for 
the church. 

In the Methodist Church, 
only the General Conference 
— which will meet in Denver, 
Colorado in 1996, despite the 
boycott of the state over the 
anti-gay Amendment 2 — can 
speak for the entire church. 

“Although as people of faith 
we aren’t of one mind concern¬ 
ing the nature of homosexuali¬ 
ty, there is a growing consen¬ 
sus that homosexuality should 
not be a cause for discrimina¬ 
tion,” Fassett said. 

“Certain basic human 
rights and civil liberties are 
due all persons,” he said. 

Fassett said the leadership 
of the church, as well as the 
leadership of the nation, “has 
an obligation to speak against 
the injustice of discrimination. 

“Government-sanctioned 
action by military leaders 
only serves to legitimize and 
encourage other acts of dis¬ 
crimination against gay men 
and lesbians in our society.” ▼

The yuppie couple ad¬ 
vanced slowly in their Jeep 
Cherokee, looking gleeful as 
spectators at a side show. 
They were staring at a prosti¬ 
tute named Tiffany, on the 
corner of Sutter and Polk. 

“There’s nothing to see. 
Just keep on driving,” 
Tiffany* told the couple. 

“I’m sorry,” the driver 
grinned, “I didn’t mean...” 

“No need to apologize — 
I’m not a freak.” 

Tiffany straightened out 
her stiff yellow dress, but 
nothing could be done about 


the hair: “Cheap wigs always 
look phony,” she admits. 
Tiffany hates prostitution and 
dreams of spotlights and 
record contracts. Streetwalk¬ 
ing is a dangerous life for 
Tiffany because there is no 
organized support network 
for her to lean on in case of 
emergencies. “I’m not afraid,” 
she says, “my support is from 
God. That’s all I need and I 
know he/she accepts my be¬ 
ing gay.”

Suggests New Ways 
To Get Gay Rights Bill

Los Angeles civil rights at¬ 
torney John Duran says les¬ 
bians and gays need to come 
up with imaginative respons¬ 
es to the military compromise 
proposed by President Clin¬ 
ton. One approach may be re¬ 
considering the legal basis for 
the federal Gay and Lesbian 
Civil Rights bill. 

“Whereas the language 
used by the military to keep 
us out may be in fact similar 
to that used against African- 
Americans before President 
Truman integrated the armed 
forces, I think we need to dis¬ 
tinguish between our struggle 
and the black civil rights 
struggle,” Duran, a Latino, 
said in an interview July 26 
before leaving for Washing¬ 
ton. He, attorneys Diane Ab- 
bitt, Roberta Bennett, and 
Clinton friend David Mixner 
intend to chain themselves to 
the White House and get ar¬ 
rested on July 30 to protest 
Clinton’s military compro¬ 
mise. 

“I’ve been talking to some 
other civil rights lawyers 
around the country,” Duran 
Said. “We’re looking into us¬ 
ing AB 2601 as a fresh ap¬ 
proach to our federal civil 
rights bill because our Califor¬ 
nia law centers on my right to 
declare who I am and be pro¬ 
tected on the job.” 

Duran said that in his 
speech presenting his military 
compromise, Clinton based 
his rationale on the idea that 


groups don’t have rights but 
individuals do. “Pulling out” 
from Clinton’s own argument 
then, Duran said, “we need to 
re-focus on individual liber¬ 
ties instead of always basing 
framing the issue in terms of 
the movement. An individu¬ 
al’s right to self-determination 
is just a basic tenant of Amer¬ 
ican liberty. It’s mainstream. 
It’s patriotic. It’s the moral 
high ground of freedom of as¬ 
sociation, freedom of speech, 
and freedom of expression. 
So when queers say ‘flaunt it,’ 
they’re absolutely right on. 
That’s the point.” 

Duran plans to lobby Sen¬ 
ator Edward Kennedy and 
Representative Henry Wax- 
man, the two key sponsors of 
the federal Gay and Lesbian 
Civil Rights bill, on August 2. 

In the meantime, while the 
military ban is being contest¬ 
ed in court and in Congress, 
Duran said queers should con¬ 
sider other ways of protest¬ 
ing. As a recent recruit to a 
local gym, he suggested that 
those who beef up so as to 
not get gay-bashed — and 
those bar-bell boys who just 
like uniforms — might want to 
sign up and make the military 
pay for their compromise. 

“Gym-boys should join the 
military and then come out,” 
said Duran. “It would have 
the effect of challenging the 
military’s protections against 
gay bashing, as well as forc¬ 
ing the Pentagon to spend 
money to kick them out of 
the armed forces and into the 
courts.” ▼ 
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advocate for safe sex. She 
proved it by opening her 
purse to the B.A.R. and 
proudly exhibiting the con¬ 
doms. Veronica is convinced 
that a formula of condoms 
and sticking to fellatio will 
cheat death. For forty dollars, 
Veronica will blow you in a 
car, an alley, anywhere. If you 
want more it costs $80 plus 
an extra $20 for the hotel. 

Despite all the indepen¬ 
dence associated with her job, 
Veronica says fellow queens 
work together by watching 
out for the police and eyeing 
dates for disease and 
weapons. “We watch each 
other’s back,” she says. 

“I have a friend out on a 
date right now. I never 
thought of getting the license 
[number of the trick’s car] but 
I got a good look of him.” In 
the past, Veronica was never 
concerned about safety until 
last month, when a disgrun¬ 
tled customer pulled a ma¬ 
chete on her in a car and stole 
her money and custom wig. 
Veronica is always afraid of 
hooking up with a Jeffrey 
Dahmer clone. The money is 
good, but she still plans on 
“eventually getting the hell 
out of the whore life by find¬ 
ing a good man — a lover— 
someone with a good job.” 

The hustlers 

John is from the hustler 
rank of the prostitute “caste” 
system. They look and talk 
very masculine, label them¬ 
selves as straight, and use 
drugs to forget they are hav¬ 
ing sex with men. Hustlers 
range from the high class 
ones, who work inside cozy 
flats, to the low class. John is 



one of the low class, the type 
who works out on the 
moldering streets. “I’m home¬ 
less,” he said. “The reason 
why I hustle is because I 
don’t really care anymore. Af¬ 
ter working for Muni, I ended 
up homeless. 

“I do it for a trade.” 

John’s universe is confined 
to Polk Street, because cheap 
male prostitution elsewhere is 
dead. John usually does his 
tricks in cars but nothing 
more, because “no one here 
has that kind of money any¬ 
more.” The homeless hustlers 
do not really protect each oth¬ 
er, he said: for him, protect¬ 
ing and helping fellow hus¬ 
tlers consists of keeping each 
other warm in an alley by 
huddling close together. He 


doesn’t see a need for any 
kind of trade union. 

There are many groups 
that do help out in various 
ways: for instance, the Gay 
Rescue Mission sends out vol¬ 
unteers in cars with food for 
the hustlers, and other groups 
hand out condoms and pre¬ 
ventive measure pamphlets 
on disease. John wishes there 
were more people like the 
Gay Rescue Mission. 

When the B.A.R. asked if 
there are any others who 
have helped out, he said, 
“Sure. I’ll get into a bar with 
a guy with money. He’ll buy 
me enough to get drunk but 
not enough for food.” John is 
convinced that the established 


gay community will never re¬ 
ally do anything for young, 
poor gays because poverty 
will force young gays to pro¬ 
vide economical sex services. 
“Lets face it,” he says, “who 
wants sex with an old troll?” 

The gay boys 

Just a few blocks away 
stands a member of the low¬ 
est rank of the prostitute 
“caste” system. He is labelled 
a “gay boy,” a hooker that 
dresses like a male but acts 
effeminate; he is a youth 
dressed in a striped T-shirt, 
baggy shorts, and Converse 
sneakers, with sad mascara 
eyes digging deep into his 
thin pale face. 

“I’m Apollo,” he softly said. 



“You’re very handsome, do 
you know that?” 

He fumbled for a cigarette, 
lit it, then told his story: 

“I see no long term plans. 
No time for them now. Each 
day I just try to survive,” he 
said as a car sped by. 

“Motherfucking fags,” 
someone yelled. 

There is an unofficial 
union among the “gay boys” 
of Polk street. 

Members meet each other 
at a pizzeria. This bonding is 
totally unorganized because 
meetings are unscheduled 
and the group has no plans 
for the future. “Sometimes 
we talk and encourage each 
other. Sometimes we say 
nothing at all,” Apollo said. 

Apollo believes the estab¬ 
lished gay community can 
help his “new generation” 
with welfare housing. 

Sonny is another “gay boy” 
who finds the sex trade slow 
in San Francisco. Business is 
so bad, he will illegally immi¬ 
grate to Montreal’s Saint- 
Catherine district, an area 
flooded with strip joints, by 
taking a train to New York, 
and then a bus headed for 
Canada. 

“I spent many hours in the 
library looking at travel 
guides and maps and picked 
Montreal. I think it will be 
the best taste I’ll ever get of 
Europe.” Sonny saved 
enough cash by eating for 
free in the homeless shelters. 
He also lived at the home of a 
temporary lover. Sonny’s 
train leaves tomorrow. ▼

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Patti Chang, of the 
Commission on the Status of Women

At 33, attorney Patti 
Chang is already kind of a lo¬ 
cal veteran in the progressive 
struggle for lesbian, gay and 
bisexual rights. 

“I’ve been living here ever 
since I came up to go to 
school at Stanford in 1978,” 
she says. 

Chang, the executive direc¬ 
tor of The Women’s Founda¬ 
tion, was appointed by Mayor 
Jordan to one of seven seats 
on the Commission on the 
Status of Women last August. 

With a $1 million annual 
budget and a small staff, the 
commission focuses on public 
policy issues such as gender 
bias and other issues, includ¬ 
ing domestic violence, sexual 
harassment, and employment 
discrimination, that affect San 
Francisco women. 

The commission received a 
lot of press attention earlier 
this year during the aftermath 
of the scandal involving 
charges by former San Fran¬ 
cisco Police Public Affairs Of¬ 
ficer Joanne Welsh that she 
had been sexually harassed 
by Chief of Police Anthony 
Ribera. 

“Mayor Jordan asked our 
agency to come up with a 
code of conduct for all city de¬ 
partments,” Chang told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 


A founder of Asian Pacific 
Sisters, Chang is an active 
member of the Harvey Milk 
Progressive Lesbian, Gay and 
Bisexual Democratic Club’s 
Asian Pacific Islander Caucus. 

Chang says she sees her 
role in public life and political 
activism as a bridge builder, 
forming links between di¬ 
verse racial, ethnic, and sexu¬ 
al minority communities 
around issues and needs of 
common concern. 

And as a bisexual woman of 
color, Chang says that she’s 
committed to making sure the 
lesbian and gay community 
fully address issues of racism 
and sexism in our community 
— and make sure the Asian 
communities address the is¬ 
sue of lesbian, gay and bisex¬ 
ual rights. 

“It’s impossible for me not 
to bring the issues of racism 
and sexism to the lesbian and 
gay community, but I also 
bring the issue of lesbian, gay 
and bisexual concerns to the 
Chinese community,” Chang 
says. 

Economic gender discrim¬ 
ination is an important issue 
that’s often overlooked, she 
says, as is the reality that les¬ 
bians are consistently discrim¬ 
inated against in hiring and in 
health care benefits. 

“There are still the basic 
access issues,” Chang says. 
“And then there are these 
health care cuts. How do we 
go about dealing with them?”

Non-English-speaking 
monolingual residents of San 
Francisco are now the most 
at risk for adversity with city 
budget cuts, Chang says, be¬ 
cause services are not orient¬ 
ed to non-English speaking 
people. 

Chang says that there’s a 
lot of burn-out in dealing with 


such issues in the lesbians 
and gay community, and that 
although some organizations 
and groups do political orga¬ 
nizing around diversity and 
multicultural issues, the is¬ 
sues are often under-reported 
by the lesbian and gay news 
media. 

“There is new blood, there 
are young leaders. A lot of 
people feel disenfranchised 
from the major institutions of 
power in the community and 
that’s inclusive of the media 
and newspapers within the 
community,” she says. 

Among the disenfran¬ 
chised are lesbian and gay 
and bisexual youth, and Chang 
says that she’s extremely con¬ 
cerned about their fate. 

“Education is such a basic 
thing. If we are talking about 
building leadership, we have 
to talk about making it be 
okay for kids to explore their 
sexuality,” Chang says. 

And, Chang worries about 
the fate of gay youth who 
come to San Francisco look¬ 
ing for refuge. 

“They are immigrants of a 
sort. And we as a community 
need to respond to their 
needs. If they don’t have a 
place to stay, more than 50 
percent of them will turn to 
prostitution within 72 hours 
of their stay. The numbers 
are amazing,” she says. ▼ 
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John Laird: 

On His Way 
To the Assembly

Radio personality Paul 
Harvey took notice when 
John Laird was elected the 
first openly gay mayor of 
Santa Cruz in 1983: “You 
won’t believe what they’ve 
done in California,” Harvey 
told his listeners. 

With the attention gays 
have received in the past ten 
years, a victory for Laird in 
his current race may not be 
so startling. And Laird said 
the prospects look good in his 
present bid for California 
State Assembly.

So far Laird has raised 
more money than any other 
candidate for the seat — 
$76,000. Even better, a poll 
commissioned by Laird found 
strong support for his candi¬ 
dacy and showed people did 


not consider sexuality an im¬ 
portant factor in the race. 

“I have always considered 
myself open about being gay 
and I wanted to know if that 
would hurt my chances for 
election to the State Assem¬ 
bly,” Laird said. “According 
to the poll, voters are inclined 
to support me even after they 
are told that opponents might 
use my sexual orientation 
against me.” 

As a gay politician, Laird 
said he has “always felt a lit¬ 
tle extra pressure” to perform 
better than his straight col¬ 
leagues. 

Twelve other states, in¬ 
cluding Texas, have openly 
gay elected officials. “If Texas 
can do it, California ought to 
be able to do it,” Laird said. 
“My struggle is to not be per¬ 
ceived as a single issue candi¬ 
date. I have a broad base of 
support, a broad base of is¬ 
sues and background in gov¬ 
ernment affairs.” 

Topics Laird is emphasiz¬ 
ing include the Monterey Bay 
Area economy and the school 
voucher program, which he 
opposes. He wants to reexam¬ 
ine the state budget process 
and he backs political finance 
reform, including stopping to¬ 
bacco companies from ham¬ 
pering anti-smoking legisla¬ 
tion. 

“People in Santa Cruz 
came to know me so well 
they might be unhappy with 
the fact that I stopped the 
construction of a dam in the 
mountains here, but they 
don’t dispose of me just be¬ 
cause of my sexuality,” Laird 
said. “I always thought that 
was progress.” 

And Laird sees continued 
progress for lesbians and 
gays, despite what seem to be

setbacks recently on the na¬ 
tional level: a defeat on the 
military ban and the appoint¬ 
ment of an AIDS czar who 
many say is unqualified for 
the post. 

“We’re involved in this for 
the long haul,” Laird said. 
“The civil rights movement in 
the 1960s had some of its 
most troubled moments just 
before its biggest successes. 
The problem is when people 
of all sides really feel some¬ 
thing is about to be decided, 
it’s a major fight and that’s 
what’s happening right now 
with our civil rights. 

“I truly think we’ve made 
great progress and we’re still 
on the verge of some major 
victories,” he said. “Every sin¬ 
gle week I read of a new loca¬ 
tion that has either adopted a 
lesbian and gay nondiscrimi¬ 
nation law or is moving to¬ 
ward domestic partners in 
employee benefits. While 
we’re focused on the military 
ban at the national level, ev¬ 
ery day we’re making 
progress in cities and counties 
across the nation. It sym¬ 
bolizes that hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of men and women are 
coming out or are being out 
and that’s what’s really caus¬ 
ing a real change.” ▼

gay coalition will continue 
pushing to kick ROTC off 
campus, saying President 
Clinton hasn’t done enough to 
allow gays in the military; 
College trustees in ’91 gave 
the military until April ’94 to 
lift the ban or get off campus 

Two exceptional women: 
Illinois Senator Carol Mose- 
ley-Braun and Supreme 
Court-designee Ruth Bader 
Ginsberg. Moseley-Braun, the 
Senate’s only black member, 
gave an electrifying speech on 
the floor, stopping the bigoted 
Jesse Helms from North Car¬ 
olina in his tracks when he 
defended the Confederate 
flag Helms had sought, and 
apparently had won, a round¬ 
about way to preserve the de¬ 
sign patent held by United 
Daughters of the Confedera¬ 
cy, part of which is the old 
Confederate flag, and there¬ 
fore a symbol of slavery. 

Helms, one of the last of 
the Senate’s racists, lost his 
amendment 75 to 25, as 27 
senators changed their votes. 

Judge Ginsberg, while re¬ 
fusing to be pinned down by 
the prying senators on the Ju¬ 
diciary Committee on certain 
issues, readily admitted she 
was pro-choice on the abor¬ 
tion and found discrimination 
against homosexuals “de¬ 
plorable.” 

Incidentally, many in 
Washington are predicting a 
confirmation vote next month 
on the above-mentioned Ruth 
Bader Ginsberg of 100 per¬ 
cent approval; “she’s a ten on 
all scores,” says Senate Judi¬ 
ciary Committee member 
Dianne Feinstein. 

Oh, boy, here’s one for the 


flag-waving Republicans: 
Oliver North publicly con¬ 
firmed this week that he will 
indeed run for the U.S. Sen¬ 
ate from Virginia next year. (I 
can see the wide smiles from 
certain gay Republicans al¬ 
ready — those who constantly 
put ‘party above principle, that 
is’). North, as some may 
remember, worked closely 
with gay Republican “Spitz” 
Channel in lining up funding 
for the murderous Nica¬ 
raguan Contras — thereby 
proving there are assholes in 
the gay community, too — and 
most recently, North told anti¬ 
gay jokes at a Virginia 
fundraiser, thereby proving 
there are plenty of assholes 
outside the gay community, 
too. 

In Portland, the homopho¬ 
bic Oregon Citizens Alliance 
announced it will continue 
pushing its statewide anti-gay 
rights initiative, despite a re¬ 
cent Colorado Supreme 
Court’s ruling that a similar 
bill in that state is not en¬ 
forceable, and probably un¬ 
constitutional. 

The military brass hated it, 
and gay rights groups certain¬ 
ly didn’t like it, but a recent 
USA Today/CNN/Gallup Poll 
reports this week that 58 per¬ 
cent of Americans asked say 
they favored President Clin¬ 
ton’s “compromise” on gays 
and lesbians in the military- 

The national Republican 
Party is pretending to be not 
listening, but they should take 
the advice from party patriot 
Barry Goldwater when he 
told ABC’s 20/20 last week 
that “I think it’s a constitu¬ 
tional right of a gay person to 
do what he or she wants as 
long as doing it doesn’t hurt 
anybody else”; on abortion, 


Goldwater said, “I think it’s a 
woman’s right to determine 
whether or not she wants to 
have that child; it’s her body.” 

In an op-ed piece in the Los 
Angeles Times, Representa¬ 
tive Barney Frank, although 
admitting disappointment in 
the Clinton gays-in-the-military 
policy, says that gays’ attacks 
on Clinton are self-defeating, 
adding that “I think the appro¬ 
priate response is to be deeply 
disapointed in the policy, not in 
the policy-maker.” 

Incidentally, better late 
than never, I guess, but the 
L.A. City Council last Tuesday 
unanimously urged Congress 
and the administration to lift 
the ban on gays in the mili¬ 
tary. (Hello? Anybody awake 
down there?) 

Don’t ask me why, but I’m 
told that a number of promi¬ 
nent gay and lesbian political 
activists in New York City are 
busy working for Rudolph 
Giuliani, the Republican-Liber¬ 
al Party candidate for mayor 
in November against incum¬ 
bent Democrat David Dinkins, 
a longtime gay rights support¬ 
er. 

In El Dorado County, 
prominent gay Republican ac¬ 
tivist Kevin Wadsworth, a for¬ 
mer San Francisco resident 
and one-time supe candidate, 
was elected the new president 
of the El Dorado County 
AIDS Task Force, that area’s 
top AIDS-fighting group. 

Los Banos Assemblyman 
Rusty Areias, who has a lot of 
friends here, will run for con¬ 
troller next year. 

Finally, on a personal note, 
thanks for the (very long) let¬ 
ter, Chris, but where did you 
find the time and/or paper to 
write it on? 

And that’s all, folks. ▼

I t seems that a number of 
local newspaper columnists 
have begun beating their 
heterosexual war drums. 
Annoyed by the social dialogue 
about lesbian, gay and bisexual 
civil rights, some members of 
the press are saying “shut up, al¬ 
ready!” Obviously, such journal¬ 
ists haven’t heard enough. 

In the July 18 Sunday Date- 
book section of the San Francis¬ 
co Chronicle, “Showbiz” colum¬ 
nist Gerald Nachman runs 
through a self-important list of 
places, people, and things “we” 
don’t need to hear about any¬ 
more. Of people, he writes: 
“People We Don’t Need to Hear 
About Anymore: k. d. lang and 
her sexuality, or whatever you 
call it.” Adding insult to injury, 
the column is illustrated with a 
photo of lang captioned: “Singer 
,k.d. lang: Enough already.” 

Elsewhere in the Chronicle, 
columnist Herb Caen has also 
been sprinkling his daily ram¬ 
bles with some very humorless 
homophobia In his July 6 col¬ 
umn, Caen pretends to examine 
some of the reasons that San 
Francisco is no longer a favorite 
city and a “happening place.” 
The City simply isn’t “clean,” 
Caen says. And what makes us 
so “dirty?” According to Caen: 
“large overdoses of p.c. and c.d. 
(politically correctness and cul¬ 
tural diversity).” San F rancisco’s 
decline can also be attributed to 
a dirty past, says Caen, which 
included “hippies, druggies, acid 
rock, (and) gay bathhouses.” By 
celebrating our diversity in 
front of the national media, he 
argues, we were “cutting our 
throats as the photographers 
said‘Smile!”’ 

In his July 23 column, Caen 
spit up some more homophobic 
drool, this time on the subject of 
the military’s ban against les¬ 
bians and gay men. Caen re¬ 
ports that he received a sugges¬ 
tion that the “Don’t ask/don’t 
tell” policy should be renamned 
the “Oh, just shut up about it!” 
policy. In response to which, 
Caen writes: “Ah, how often 
we’ve wanted to say exactly that 
to some of our gay friends.” 

In a society that talks inces¬ 
santly about heterosexuality, it 
is hardly lesbians and gay men 
who need to shut up. It is both 
callous and deeply ignorant to 
dismiss a major civil rights 
struggle as if it was some sort of 
petty annoyance. Furthermore, 
cultural diversity is only a dirty 
word if you’re pompous bigot.

Feather River Bulletin 

An especially insulting exam¬ 
ple of journalistic bigotry ap¬ 
pears in the July 14 issue of the 
Feather River Bulletin, the 
weekly newspaper of Quincy, 
California. In his “Bylines” col¬ 
umn, Ev Bey discusses his at¬ 
tendance at an editor’s confer¬ 
ence where “protecting” the En¬ 
glish language was a hot topic. 

Bey is particularly bothered 
by the use of “gay” as a “substi¬ 
tute for homosexual.” “We re¬ 


sent a particular group stealing 
a good and beautiful word, con¬ 
taminating its meaning,” Bey 
writes. “They have destroyed a 
word that has always meant joy¬ 
ous, merry, bright, happy, in or¬ 
der to avoid using less-happy 
words like ‘homo,’ ‘fairy,’ ‘fag’ 
or ‘faggot,’ ‘queer’, ‘pansy,’ 
‘limp-wrist’ and others that were 
probably in more detestable 
taste.” In the same column, Bey 
attacks women, disabled per¬ 
sons, and people of color. On 
“Negroes” and “Blacks”, Bey 
comments: “Now we’re told 
there is a movement afoot to 
call them ‘African Americans.’ 
Does that appellation also apply 
to a white person from the 
country of South Africa?” “We 
wish they would make up their 
minds,” Bey concludes, “it isn’t 
easy being a journalist who 
wants to be correct all the 
time.” 

If this column is any indica¬ 
tion, Bey could hardly be ac¬ 
cused of being correct at any 
time. Don’t let Bey’s bigotry go 
unchallenged.

In the context of re¬ 
cent progress like the positive 
viewer responses to depictions 
of lesbians on TV, Jetter pointed 
out that most persons involved 
in such programs refused to be 
interviewed for the article.

lence. 

“I thought it was just a co¬ 
incidence until we studied the 
latest findings about the reac¬ 
tions which can be caused by 
Vaccinia,” the advisor told the 
Times of London. “Now I be¬ 
lieve the smallpox vaccine 
theory is the explanation to 
the explosion of AIDS.” 

The article also reported 
the case of a nineteen-year-old 
American soldier, apparently 
heterosexual and in good 
health, who was given a num¬ 
ber of immunizations, fol¬ 
lowed by his first smallpox 
vaccination. Three weeks lat¬ 
er he was hospitalized with 
many symptoms of AIDS, 
and died after a short time. 
The Walter Reed Army Med¬ 
ical team which handled the 
case, led by Dr. Robert Red- 
field, published a paper in the 
New England Journal of 
Medicine in April, 1987, rec¬ 
ommending against modified 
use of the smallpox vaccine to 
fight other Third World dis¬ 
eases. 

Science Editor Pearce 
Wright wrote, “Other doctors 
who accept the connection be¬ 
tween the anti-smallpox cam¬ 
paign and the AIDS epidemic 
now see answers to questions 
which had baffled them. 
How, for instance, the AIDS 
organism [HIV], previously re¬ 
garded by scientists as ‘weak, 
slow and vulnerable,’ began 
to behave like a type capable 
of creating a plague.” 

In the same article, Dr. 
Robert Gallo of the National 
Cancer Institute commented, 
“The link between the World 
Health Organization program 
and the epidemic in Africa is 
an interesting and important 
hypothesis. I cannot say that 
it actually happened, but I 
have been saying for years 
that the use of live vaccines 
such as that used for small¬ 
pox can activate a dormant 
infection such as HIV?’ And, 
in fact, it could result in a 
new, virulent form of retro¬ 
virus which could be spread 
in a secondary wave of infec¬ 
tion, as has happened in the 
United States and Europe. 

As a former reporter for 
Gannett, this reporter doesn’t 
believe a worldwide newspa¬ 
per conspiracy of silence is 
possible. But it is not hard to 
show how this story was shut 
down. 

Except for fires and natu¬ 
ral disasters and accidents, 
broadcast media gets its sto¬ 
ries from the newspapers. 
And newspapers depend 
heavily on wire services. How 
the smallpox vaccine story 
was shut down was explained 
by Jon Rappoport in his arti¬ 
cle “AIDS Blackout” in the 
June 29, 1987 New York Na¬ 
tive. “I phoned the Associat¬ 
ed Press, United Press Inter¬ 
national, and Reuters in New 
York, and AP in Washing¬ 
ton,” Rappoport wrote. “No 
one had heard of this story. 
Finally, New York AP said 
they had gotten a dispatch on 
it from their London desk, 
but only, apparently, forward¬ 
ed it to Boston. Bill Ahern, 
AP’s managing editor in New 
York asked me, ‘Why do you 
think it’s a big story?”’ 

Too stunned to answer a 
question that revealed both ig¬ 
norance and non-interest, Rap¬ 
poport kept investigating until 
he found his answer. “Then 
Paul Rayburn, at AP’s science 
desk in New York, told me 
the reason they hadn’t for¬ 
warded the story (all over the 
U.S.) was that they checked 
back with London first: AP 
London then sought a confir¬ 


mation from, of all people, 
Jonathan Mann, the World 
Health Organization’s own 
public relations man on AIDS. 

“Mann,” said Rayburn, 
“remarked that the London 
Times article ‘was unproven, 
speculative, and could cause 
confusion.’ On that basis, the 
most powerful news agency in 
the world killed the story. 
They consulted with the 
spokesperson for WHO, the 
agency linked with triggering 
AIDS, and killed the story.” 

When this reporter contact¬ 
ed the Associated Press office 
in New York over a year ago, 
a spokesperson, Wendell 
Wood Collins, replied, “Ac¬ 
cording to our London bureau, 
the Times story relied on an 
unidentified person at the 
World Health Organization.” 
In other words, that fact, the 
anonymous nature of the 
source — although the World 
Health Organization never 
questioned the existence of 
their own advisor — was 
enough to make the AP re¬ 
treat from a story they consid¬ 
ered the domain of medical 
experts. 

Upon contacting the Lon¬ 
don Times, this reporter 
found that the new science ed¬ 
itor, Nigel Hawkes, did not 
want to defend the story be¬ 
cause he was not with the pa¬ 
per in 1987, and because since 
that time there has been no 
corroboration. Yet it is hard to 
corroborate a story which no 
one seems willing to discuss. 
In fact, the mainstream media 
has asked absolutely no ques¬ 
tions after the World Health 
Organization’s May 15, 1987, 
flashcard pronouncement that 
AIDS was “caused by one or 
more naturally occurring retro¬ 
viruses of undetermined geo¬ 
graphical origin.” 

But while the Western me¬ 
dia covered its eyes, ears and 
mouth in May of that year, the 
Chinese news agency, Xinhua, 
picked up at least part of the 
story on May 12. It quoted 
more damage control state¬ 
ments by Dr. Jonathan Mann: 
“In Asia, where millions of 
smallpox vaccinations were 
given from 1962 to 1972, AIDS 
remains rare. The United 
States is experiencing a major 
AIDS epidemic, yet smallpox 
was eradicated there many 
years ago.” Today AIDS is 
rampant in Asia, and while the 
media assumes prostitution is 
the mode of transmission, that 
has not been the case in the 
West. The second part of Dr. 
Mann’s statement was totally 
disingenuous. Surely he was 
well aware of the obvious, sec¬ 
ondary, modes of transmission 
in the United States. To say 
that the U.S. epidemic was not 
caused by vaccinations is a 
straw man argument, and does 
not refute the question about 
the origin of AIDS. 

While the smallpox vaccine 
theory has been silenced in the 
mainstream press over the last 
six years, the alternative me¬ 
dia has kept it alive. In Amer¬ 
ica, this includes the L.A. 
Weekly; New York Native; 
Playboy “News Forum”; 
SCREW; Amsterdam News; 
Tony Brown’s Journal; and a 
piece by myself in QW maga¬ 
zine. In his January 8, 1990 col¬ 
umn entitled “WHO Cares?” in 
SCREW, longtime gay ac¬ 
tivist Jack Nichols noted that 
former World Health Organi¬ 
zation director Haldan Mahler 
did admit in late 1986 that his 
people were late in mobilizing 
against the epidemic. “The 
smallpox vaccine theory offers 
the most likely explanation yet 
for the worldwide distribution 
of the virus,” Nichols wrote. 
And he added, “What is the 
World Health Organization 
anyway? Is it a religion, to be 



followed blindly, to be shield¬ 
ed from critics?” 


The World Health Organi¬ 
zation, representing 182 mem¬ 
ber nations, maintains its 
grand headquarters in Geneva 
and has influence far out¬ 
weighing its 1.8 billion dollar 
annual budget. As reported in 
New York Newsday (Febru¬ 
ary 16, 1993), the organization 
is currently beset by executive 
squabbles and spending prior¬ 
ity disputes, as well as the run¬ 
away AIDS crisis and a num¬ 
ber of Third World epidemics. 
It is not unreasonable to ques¬ 
tion the efficiency and veracity 
of this organization, but who 
will accept the challenge? Cer¬ 
tainly not the worldwide med¬ 
ical and research establish¬ 
ment, nor the mainstream me¬ 
dia. As things stand, the World 
Health Organization is answer- 
able to no one. Simple re¬ 
quests for information to its 
New York and Geneva 
headquarters, during the re¬ 
searching of this article, have 
been ignored. 

Yet many health industry 
professionals are well aware of 
the smallpox vaccine theory. 
This reporter has personally 
spoken with a young New 
York University researcher, an 


east German medical student, 
and a boyhood friend who is 
now a general practitioner in 
Connecticut: all were aware of 
the story and expressed dis¬ 
comfort in discussing it. 

Likewise, the few and rare 
serious inquiries into the ori¬ 
gin of AIDS have faced lock- 
step denials from the medical 
establishment and non-interest 
from the mainstream media. 
Last year in Rolling Stone 
(March 19, 1992), investigative 
reporter Tom Curtis examined 
the link between polio vaccine 
distributed in Africa, the mon¬ 
key serum used, and the out¬ 
break of AIDS. None of the 
medical professionals ques¬ 
tioned, including Dr. Gallo, 
made mention of the hidden 
but still-smoldering smallpox 
vaccination theory. While the 
polio vaccine theory involves a 
30-plus-years period; 325,000 
recipients; and oral vaccine, 
the smallpox vaccine theory 
involves an alarmingly precise 
time period, millions of recip¬ 
ients, and shared needles. 
However, both cases involve 
an origin in Central Africa and 
the possibility of simian (mon¬ 
key) AIDS in vaccine serum. 

It is worth noting that the 
London-based National Anti- 
Vivisection Society, a group 
opposed to the use of live ani¬ 
mals in medical experimenta¬ 
tion, has long suspected a link 
between vivisection and AIDS. 

Few — if any — people inter¬ 
ested in the origin of AIDS are 
scientists or medical profes¬ 
sionals. But, despite the lay¬ 
man’s misused bit of terminol¬ 
ogy here or there, that should 
not discourage our demand for 
answers. The truth, when it 
comes, will be simple enough. 
Ironically, it is the AIDS epi¬ 
demic in America and the 


backlash against gays that 
keeps overburdened gay rights 
organizations from even ad¬ 
dressing this issue. 

Clearly, the gay media, per¬ 
haps alone, must stand up to 
the challenge of investigating 
the origin of AIDS. So far, 
most gay publications have 
shown the same non-interest 
as the mainstream media — 
and too many gay activists still 
believe the matter of origin is 
beside the point. 

Early this year,this reporter 
contacted New York Times 
reporter Jeffrey Schmalz, a 
gay man with AIDS, about 
this story. He replied by say¬ 
ing that he is in the middle of 
so many stories about AIDS 
that he couldn’t even begin to 
look into this one. But he 
added, “That I have to pass on 
this, however, should not be 
taken as a sign that I do not 
consider the issue important. I 
do. Obviously, finding the ori¬ 
gin of the virus might well be 
a crucial element of finding its 
cure.” 

Whatever the answer to the 
origin of AIDS, the question 
should not be dismissed by a 
glib statement from a largely- 
unmonitored body like the 
World Health Organization. 
As for the smallpox vaccine 
theory, after six years not one 
scientist has said, “It isn’t true 
because...” They haven’t had to 
answer. No one is asking. ▼

Tede Matthews 

July 29,1951-July 17,1993 


Tede Matthews, a long¬ 
time member of the Modern 
Times Bookstore collective 
and a 20-year activist in the 
gay and lesbian movement, 
died of AIDS on Saturday, 
July 17. 

Matthews’s life was full of 
activism in both the left and 
in gay and lesbian political 
arenas. He was a writer, a 
poet, a networker, and last 
but not least, a dish queen. 

For the past 15 years, 
Matthews was involved with 
the Modern Times Bookstore, 
first as a volunteer for five 
years, and for the past ten 
years as a full-time core mem¬ 
ber of the bookstore collec¬ 
tive. Matthews helped make 
Modern Times a center for 
progressive activity. Fifteen 
years ago he began the book¬ 
store’s monthly open reading 
for gay and lesbian writers, 
giving new writers a place to 
read and be heard. The open 
reading continues to this day. 
Matthews brought interna¬ 
tional writers to the book¬ 
store, primarily from Latin 
America, making these au¬ 
thors available to Bay Area 
residents and extending their 
readership beyond their coun¬ 
tries of origin. He created 
Modern Times’ Spanish lan¬ 
guage section, which is used 
widely by the Mission Dis¬ 
trict’s Latin American popula¬ 
tion. 

His affinity for Latin 
American cultures, literature, 
social and political issues, and 
building bridges between 
movements brought him to 
Mexico and Nicaragua. If 
there was work to be done 
concerning Latin American 
gay and lesbian issues, he was 
involved. 

Matthews is known to 
many from his appearance in 
Word Is Out , Peter Adair’s 
late ’70s film, one of the first 
that interviewed “out” gays 
and lesbians. In the film, he is 
the hippie drag queen who 
says, “We’re all born naked — 
the rest is drag.” 

Matthews grew up work¬ 
ing class in Florida. He 
dodged the draft during the 
Vietnam War and fled to 
Boston to avoid arrest in the 
early 1970s. There he orga¬ 
nized against the war, and in 
order to hide his identity 
from the FBI, he changed his 
name and began living as a 
woman. He worked in 
Boston’s Little Red Book¬ 
store, as a street hustler (dur¬ 
ing which time he organized 
street prostitutes), and later in 


a factory. 

Matthews left Boston in 
the early 1970s and moved to 
San Francisco, where he was 
involved in the early Bay 
Area gay liberation move¬ 
ment, combining his leftist 
politics with flamboyant drag. 
Although he soon left his 
drag and hustler days behind 
him, he continued organizing 
for the rights of both drag 
queens and prostitutes. 

Matthews helped found 
Bay Area Gay Liberation 
(BAGL) in the ’70s and Les¬ 
bians and Gays Against Inter¬ 
vention (LAGAI) in the ’80s. 
During the past few years, 
Matthews worked with the 
International Gay and Les¬ 
bian Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion’s (IGLHRC) Latin Amer¬ 
ican programs and helped cre¬ 
ate the organization’s interna¬ 
tional advisory board. 

Those who knew him 
agree that Matthews had an 
ability to bring together peo¬ 
ple who might have other¬ 
wise thought they had noth¬ 
ing in common. One year he 
organized an event, “Volcan- 
to,” bringing together a mix 
of queers, straight leftists, 
feminists, and solidarity ac¬ 
tivists to celebrate July 19, the 
anniversary of the Nicaraguan 
Revolution. As the story goes, 
Matthews persuaded a group 
of apolitical drag queens from 
the Mission District’s Latino 
drag bar, La India Bonita, to 
contribute their drag show to 
the celebration. 

Matthews built bridges be¬ 
tween movements, and he 
gave all he had to the causes 
he believed in. He himself 
was a writer, and was work¬ 
ing on a book of poetry and 
two novels when he died. 

Matthews is survived by 
his lover of nine years, Chuck 
Barragan; his mother, Vera 
Harvey; and his sister, Judy 
Madsen, both of Orlando, 
Florida; and thousands of 
friends throughout the U.S. 
and Latin America whose 
lives he touched. He is missed 
dearly.

BOSTON - John McGui- 
ness and his boss are going to 
go cruising this summer at a 
Brockton, Massachusetts, rest 
area popular with men look¬ 
ing for anonymous gay sex, 
but the two will be looking 
for something other than sex. 

McGuiness, the HIV/AIDS 
outreach coordinator for the 
Brockton Visiting Nurse As¬ 
sociation, is part of a new ed¬ 
ucation program that will 
kick off in three Mas¬ 
sachusetts cities this summer, 
targeting a high-risk AIDS 
population that has been al¬ 
most ignored — men who look 
for sex in rest areas and other 
public places. 

“A majority of these guys 
are older, in their thirties to 
fifties, and don’t identify 
themselves as gay,” McGui¬ 
ness said. “A lot of them have 
wives at home and don’t 
think they are as much at risk 
because once the encounter is 
over they go home.” 

Funded through a $250,000 
Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health grant, the pro¬ 
gram will allow AIDS organi¬ 
zations in Brockton, Boston 
and the Northampton/Spring¬ 
field to go to areas known for 
gay public sex and distribute 
condoms, hand out literature, 
and talk to men about safer 
sex. 

“It’s a very, very new ser¬ 
vice and it’s also very innova¬ 
tive,” said Barry Callis, gay/bi¬ 
sexual HIV education coordi¬ 
nator in the Prevention and 
Education Unit of the health 
department’s AIDS bureau. 
“We’re one of the few states 
doing this kind of work.” 

The public sex outreach 
program is a result of addi¬ 
tional AIDS prevention funds 
the health department re¬ 
ceived last year, Callis said. 
To determine how best to use 
the $680,000, statewide focus 
groups were set up to look at 
needs that were not being ad¬ 
dressed. From these focus 
groups came three new edu¬ 
cation programs: education 
for prostitutes, men of color, 
and men who have sex in 
public areas. 

Callis said the program 
will differ based on the geo¬ 
graphic areas it serves and on 
the individual approach of the 
agencies doing the education. 
He said, however, that the 
three cities will work from a 
basic set of guidelines, not to 
be disruptive of public sex, 
but to provide information on 
risk reduction and referrals to 
other programs where men 
can talk about their sexuality 
if they wish. 

“We want to be supportive 
of people by providing them 
information on the site,” Cal¬ 
lis said. “Distributing con¬ 
doms and lubricant, showing 
people how to use them, in 
addition to discussing alterna¬ 
tives to public sex.” 

In Brockton, where the 
Brockton Visiting Nurse As¬ 
sociation received $55,000 for 
the public sex education pro¬ 
gram, McGuiness said he and 
his supervisor will visit a rest 
area and a public park in the 


city known for anonymous 
sex. 

“A lot of the men who go 
to public places for sex are to¬ 
tally isolated from the gay 
community and miss out on a 
lot of the information that 
gets distributed there,” 
McGuiness said. 

McGuiness said he and his 
supervisor will visit the pub¬ 
lic areas during popular cruis¬ 
ing hours, and wait until they 
are approached by men look¬ 
ing for anonymous sex. He 
said they will try to strike up 
a conversation about safer sex 
and also give them a package 
containing a condom, infor¬ 
mation about safe sex, and a 
list of locations in the Brock¬ 
ton area where they can be 
tested anonymously for HIV. 

“My supervisor and I are 
going to try to have our faces 
recognized,” he said. “We’ll 
have one-on-one conversations 
and allow them to approach 
us instead of blaring what 
we’re there for.” 

According to Callis, Brock¬ 
ton has the third highest rate 
of reported AIDS cases in the 
state and was one of the rea¬ 
sons the city was chosen to 
participate in the program. 

McGuiness said he has al¬ 
ready spoken to local state po¬ 
lice officers about the educa¬ 
tion program, and he said 
some have even volunteered 
to help distribute information 
packages at the rest areas. 

“When they go through 
[the rest area or park], they 
only flash their lights,” he 
said. “They’re not there to ha¬ 
rass them.” 

In Western Massachusetts, 
the Family Planning Council 
in Northampton and AIDS 
Allies in Springfield are shar¬ 
ing $70,000 that will be used 
for educating men who have 
sex in public areas and men 
who frequent gay bars in 
Springfield. 

Diane Palladino, director 
of AIDS Allies, said represen¬ 
tatives from the two agencies 
will be stopping at rest areas 
between Holyoke and East- 
hampton, along Interstate 91. 

In Boston, the AIDS AC¬ 
TION Committee of Mas¬ 
sachusetts has received 
$89,000 to educate men who 
have gay sex in public areas, 
according to Cheryl Schaffer, 
deputy executive director of 
AIDS ACTION. The agency 
will hold workshops and 
street theater performances to 
educate men on safe sex prac¬ 
tices. 

The Department of Public 
Health and the participating 
organizations say they are 
bracing themselves for a pos¬ 
sible round of complaints by 
those opposed to condom dis¬ 
tribution and the innovative 
nature of the program. Schaf¬ 
fer said she hopes people will 
realize the outreach program 
is needed to help lessen the 
impact of the epidemic. 

“At this point in the epi¬ 
demic, it’s so clear that there’s 
no cure coming in the imme¬ 
diate future and that our only 
cure is prevention,” Schaffer 
said. T

Early Optimism About Three-Drug 
AIDS Treatment Appears Premature

BOSTON — New laborato¬ 
ry findings — including an er¬ 
ror in the underlying research 
— are raising doubts about 
whether a three-drug combi¬ 
nation under study to fight 
AIDS will work. 

Massachusetts General 
Hospital issued a statement 
Thursday, July 22, admitting 
“an unfortunate error” oc¬ 
curred in research that led to 
optimistic reports in Febru¬ 
ary that researchers may have 
found “the Achilles heel of 
HIV.” 

“This error, albeit regret¬ 
table, does not negate the ra¬ 
tionale for triple drug therapy 
directed against the same vi¬ 
ral target,” said the statement. 
It also said further work 
“gives us cautious optimism 
that the treatment will offer 
an advance.” 

Human trials of the ap¬ 
proach are under way, involv¬ 
ing 400 volunteers around the 
country. The research is un¬ 
derwritten by the federal gov¬ 
ernment. 

The original findings were 


made by a Harvard medical 
student, Yung-Kang Chow, 
working in the laboratory of 
Dr. Martin S. Hirsch, the 
principal investigator for the 
study. 

News of the forthcoming 
drug tests based on the re¬ 
search received widespread 
publicity and scores of volun¬ 
teers sought to take part in 
the trial. But at a recent meet¬ 
ing in the Netherlands and in 
papers submitted to the jour¬ 
nal Nature, researchers from 
two teams in England and 
the United States reported 
they could not confirm part of 
the Harvard team’s findings, 
The New York Times re¬ 
ported. 

Chow, at an AIDS confer¬ 
ence in Berlin in June, “ex¬ 
pressed reservations” about 
another part of the paper, and 
in an interview with the 
Times on July 21, Hirsch said 
Chow had found “the virus 
developed resistance to the 
combination drugs after 20 to 
30 generations of in-vitro test¬ 
ing.” 

In the original report, the 
two said that no resistance 


emerged after ten genera¬ 
tions. 

Chow told the Times he 
was under orders not to talk 
to reporters. 

In the interview with the 
paper, Hirsch said the news 
reports had prompted his 
team to repeat its original 
studies, which led to the find¬ 
ing of an error in one part of 
the paper. 

He said the error “was a 
misidentification of a part of a 
mutant form of HIV used in 
the experiments,” the Times 
said. 

“We are embarrassed by 
the unrecognized error,” 
Hirsch said. “I wish we had 
never used the term ‘Achilles 
heel.’” 

The hospital’s statement 
said the triple-drug approach 
does work in the test tube. 

“We have confirmed this 
finding in our own laborato¬ 
ry, and laboratories else¬ 
where, as late as today, have 
confirmed that the three-drug 
attack works better in the test 
tube than several other two- 
and three-drug regimens,” 
said the hospital. ▼

The Pinkos are Coming! 

(Don't Bother, They're Here)

ATLANTA (UPI) - AIDS 
cases totaled 47,095 in 1992, a 
3.5 percent increase over the 
number for 1991, with infec¬ 
tions among women increas¬ 
ing four times faster than for 
men, federal health officials 
reported Thursday, July 22. 

There were 45,499 AIDS 
cases reported in 1991, five 
percent fewer than those that 
occurred in 1990. 

But officials at the Centers 
for Disease Control and Pre¬ 
vention took little comfort in 
the relatively small increase 
in AIDS cases. 

“The overall number 
masks the fact that there is a 
big increase in one of the 
[population] groups — people 
infected by heterosexual con¬ 
tact,” said Dr. Pascale Wort- 
ley of the CDC’s AIDS/HIV 
Division. 

While the overall number 
of AIDS cases increased 3.5 
percent last year, the number 
of infections attributed to het¬ 
erosexual contact jumped by 
17.1 percent, Wortley noted. 

Although more men are in¬ 
fected with HIV than women, 
the rate of increase in men 
last year was 2.5 percent com¬ 
pared to 9.8 percent for wom¬ 
en. 

In 1992 for the first time, 
the number of AIDS cases 
among women infected 
through heterosexual contact 
exceeded those infected 
through intravenous drug use, 
the CDC said. 

“During 1992, the rate of 


increase in AIDS cases was 
again higher for women than 
for men, and heterosexual 
contact became the predomi¬ 
nant mode of HIV exposure 
among women in whom 
AIDS was diagnosed,” the 
CDC reported, and “most het¬ 
erosexual transmission oc¬ 
curred among women who 
were sex partners of injecting 
drug users.” 

The increase in AIDS 
among women also resulted 
in more cases among infants 
and children, 96 percent of 
whom were infected at birth. 

The annual number of 
women aged 20-29 with het- 
erosexually-acquired AIDS in¬ 
creased by 96.7 percent since 
1988. The CDC credited this 
trend to a larger increase of 
cases among black women 
than among white women. 

In addition, the greatest in¬ 
crease among women 20-29 
years with heterosexually-ac- 
quired AIDS was in the 
South, a 166.5 percent in¬ 
crease since 1988. 

Gay and bisexual men con¬ 
tinue to account for most 
AIDS cases, 51 percent, but 
the number of infections in 
that group has been steadily 
declining for several years, 
and in 1992 there was an actu¬ 
al decrease of one percent, 
Wortley said. 

The CDC said the steady 
increase in heterosexually-ac- 
quired AIDS cases among 
men and women underscores 
the need for adoption of safe 
sex practices among hetero¬ 
sexuals. 


A survey of the general 
heterosexual population 
“found low rates of condom 
use for persons with multiple 
partners and for persons with 
partners at risk for HIV infec¬ 
tion, indicating that behav¬ 
ioral changes sufficient to de¬ 
crease HIV transmission may 
not yet have occurred.” ▼

The fact that Gerard and 
Bullock chose to spy on us 
speaks volumes about our ef¬ 
fectiveness in challenging the 
old cultural myths that it’s 
okay to bash queers. It would 
seem we’ve struck a nerve. 
CUAV’s existence is proof that 
our community has decided to 
take a stand and not sit idly 
by, while some of our sisters 
and brothers are brutalized 


simply because of their sexual 
orientation. This radical depar¬ 
ture from the proscribed game 
plan for our community has 
clearly earned us a spot in the 
ranks of all those wonderful 
radical types known as ... 
pinkosll We all know who 
made this term famous (or in¬ 
famous, depending upon your 
perspective) in our own cultur¬ 
al context. It seems clear that 
McCarthyism lives! 

There is a lesson to be 
learned from all this: it’s obvi¬ 
ously still true that to protect 
our liberty we must all be 
ever-vigilant. 

We are aware that with the 
advent of the technology ex¬ 
plosion we are experiencing 
an erosion of our personal pri¬ 
vacy at almost every turn. 
Now we find, not to much sur¬ 
prise, that our organizations 
are equally under attack and 
thus our freedom of associa¬ 
tion is threatened.

If we abdicate 
this responsibility, we are 
doomed to go back in the clos¬ 
et and we might as well weld 
the door shut.

Better Homos and Gardens

F or some San Francis¬ 
cans, the experience of 
weekend house shop¬ 
ping can become, if 
not an avocation, at least seri¬ 
ous recreation. Looking at 
new properties allows us to 
dream of life in a new setting, 
or to simply reassure our¬ 
selves that our own housing 
choices continue to be good 
ones. Many “professional 
house-shoppers” were out in 
force recently to explore Eu¬ 
reka Gardens, the new town- 
home complex at 17th and 
Eureka streets, and most of 
the couples were gay domes¬ 
tic partners. 

For years people have 
been curious about the large 
piece of empty land at 4150 
17th Street, where Eureka 
dead-ends. “Old-timers” in the 
neighborhood will remember 
the three neglected Victorian- 
era row houses alongside a 
steep, but empty field. Even¬ 
tually the Victorians were re¬ 
stored, but the field remained 
overgrown and vacant. Later, 
with the first stirring of devel¬ 
opment, the memorable graf¬ 
fiti “Stop the Land Rape” ap¬ 
peared. Finally, a few years 
ago, great amounts of site 
preparation announced that 
development was actually in 
process. Stalled for long peri¬ 
ods of time, actual construc¬ 
tion began in earnest on what 
now emerges as Eureka Gar¬ 
dens, a 33-unit townhome 
complex, which held its first 
open-house July 7. 


The Big Picture 

The project was conceived 
as a terraced hillside village 
with pedestrian access provid¬ 
ed by an elaborately land¬ 
scaped central stairway (a vi¬ 
sual extension of Eureka 
Street) that, in turn, feeds two 
east/west-oriented pedestrian 
walkways within the com¬ 
pound. The houses them¬ 
selves are built over a park¬ 
ing structure foundation 
which contains individual 
two-car garages located at the 
base of each unit. After driv¬ 
ing through the main gate on 
17th Street, owners proceed 
to their own internal garage 
door operated by remote con¬ 
trol. This provides good secu¬ 
rity and a convenient way to 
literally bring home the ba¬ 
con. 

Within each two-bedroom, 
two-bath, four-to-five level 
townhome, are amenities usu¬ 
ally associated with suburban 
tract homes. Avoiding the in¬ 
terior corridors and other fea¬ 


tures associated with conven¬ 
tional apartment construction, 
each unit has its own en¬ 
trance porch and front door, 
and they all have views of 
Noe Valley from south-facing 
roof decks. Well-detailed inte¬ 
riors feature marble-faced 
wood-burning fireplaces, 
granite kitchen countertops, 
maple cabinetry, gas cooktops 
and a bevy of electrical appli¬ 
ances including ovens, a mi¬ 
crowave, dishwasher, and 
garbage compactor. Only re-

frigerators have been omitted, 
an odd choice, particularly 
considering how difficult it 
will be for the delivery of 
such appliances in a hillside 
complex that has no eleva¬ 
tors. 

Double-glazed windows, 
built-in jacuzzis in the master 
bath, and recessed lighting 
complete the shopping list of 
pluses for these not- 
inexpensive homes. Prices 
range from $389,000 to 
$469,000 (plus monthly main¬ 
tenance fee) for units that 
vary between 1,323 and 1,535 
square feet, and cost an aver¬ 
age of $290 per square foot 
(exclusive of garages and 
decks.) 

The project originated as a 
Planned Unit Development of 
52 units, subsequently scaled 
down to 33 townhomes. 
Planned Unit Developments 
allow relaxation of certain re¬ 
strictions from normal plan¬ 
ning requirements because of 
the size of an anticipated pro¬ 
ject. As finally built, the pro¬ 
ject is in keeping with current 
neighborhood densities at 
roughly one unit for every 
1,000 square feet of site area. 
Eureka Gardens’ internal 
pedestrian streets and open 
space give the complex the 
feeling of a small village, with 
those residing on the outer 
edges of the “village” having a 
more verdant setting that 


those who inhabit the center. 
Inner City 

Some homes in the center 
of the project, built back-to- 
back within a few feet of each 
other, will be burdened with 
a noise factor and lack of pri¬ 
vacy which could border on 
intolerable during warm 
weather. These seem to be 
the least desirable units in the 
project. The front units with 
their street views — or the end 
units which look out over 
neighboring backyards — cer¬ 
tainly have more appeal than 
the center units which over¬ 
look black asphalt roofs. 

Although San Francisco 
has seen some cutting edge 
residential architecture re¬ 
cently, Eureka Gardens pro¬ 
vides little that is architec¬ 
turally innovative. To the de¬ 
velopers’ credit, the front ele¬ 
vation of the complex reflects 
an awareness of context in its 
materials and colors (if not 
scale) which allows the pro¬ 
ject to blend innocuously into 
the streetscape. The design 
wisely avoids the currently 
popular faux Victorian con¬ 
ceit. Nonetheless, little has 
been done to resolve a com¬ 
plicated series of facade zigs 
and zags which do not con¬ 
tribute a sense of architec¬ 
tural completeness or assured¬ 
ness. 

The zoning rule that re¬ 
quires a front setback to be 
an average of the adjacent 
properties seems not to apply 
to this project. The existing 
smaller setback does little to 
complement the block, but it 
is certainly an improvement 
over the ’50s-style apartment 
blocks in the vicinity which 
are built to the lot line. The 
Eureka Gardens units are 
slightly squat and oddly out 
of scale with their Victorian 
neighbors, but the result is 
that almost all of the units of¬ 
fer views over each level of 
terracing. 

The townhome structures 
appear to rest (visually) upon 
planting beds which are faced 
with textured concrete block 
separated by quarry tile 
paved sidewalks — sturdy, 
durable, but unexciting mate¬ 
rial choices. These solid mate¬ 
rials stop at the front porches 
of the individual units which 
are finished with coated ply¬ 
wood, a surprisingly hollow 
and low-end choice for what 
purports to be a high-end pro¬ 
ject. Even the handrails are 
only painted sheet metal cap¬ 
flashing, instead of solid 
wood, the customary choice 
(Continued on next page) 
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(Continued from previous page) 

for handrails. More economi¬ 
cal choices continue within 
the units. 

The large and beautifully 
appointed kitchens are com¬ 
promised by their lack of en¬ 
closure — each opens into its 
adjoining dining/family room 
suggesting an inexpensive 
apartment more than a fine 
home. The bathrooms also 
feature inexpensive ceramic 
tile countertops and gold an¬ 
odized aluminum shower 
door frames, all of which will 
be replaced by any discrimi¬ 
nating buyer who is attracted 
to the units’ otherwise pricey 
accoutrements. The develop¬ 
ers’ choice of finishes may 
have introduced a new con¬ 
cept to the San Francisco real 
estate market: the $400,000 
fixer-upper. 

Stairmaster 

More important than the 
finishes is the actual livability 
of these multi-level homes. 
Among the five available 
models, there is rarely more 
than one room on any level, 
occasionally necessitating a 
climb of two flights between 
kitchen and formal dining 
area to serve a meal (model 
A). The progression through 
the spaces works against the 
“home” concept; leading a 
guest through the kitchen and 
dining area and down a flight 
of stairs to the living room 
(Model C) seems more like a 
remodel compromise than a 
new home design. 

The occupant of Model E, 
after entering the front door 
of his home, must climb up a 
flight of stairs to the kitchen 
level, then retreat down an 
equal flight of stairs to reach 
his bedroom — something en¬ 
tirely too reminiscent of a 
Tom and Jerry cartoon. The 
interior functioning of these 
units has been sacrificed on 
the altar of the “townhome” 
concept. 

Overall, the project seems 
to value the suggested sancti¬ 
ty of the individual unit over 
its usability, resulting in units 
which have very complicated 
and demanding interior circu¬ 
lation. The floorplans, with 
their relentless changes in lev¬ 
el, demand a physically fit or 
younger owner, while the 
prices suggest a more mature 
buyer of means; these are 
clearly not homes for the ag¬ 
ing or the handicapped. On 
the other hand, they are cer¬ 
tainly roommate-friendly with 
their offer of extreme privacy 
— bedrooms are often separat¬ 
ed by several levels. 


Architecture is often at its 
best, when at its core is a deep 
knowledge of the setting or 
neighborhood in which it is 
built. Projects that are well-in¬ 
tegrated into the architectural, 
sociological, and cultural con-

text of a community are more 
successful than those which 
merely superimpose a pre-de- 
termined program. Eureka 
Gardens offers the Castro 
much-needed new housing, for 
which the developers should 
be commended; but the resul¬ 
tant architecture speaks more 


of San Jose than San Francis¬ 
co. 

While our city is noted for 
the exceptional level of public 
input that goes into the plan¬ 
ning process (and this project 
is no exception) the results of¬ 
ten make one wonder if that 
input is productive. Neighbors 
who may argue for lower 
height or less density might ar¬ 
gue more meaningfully for ex¬ 
cellent architecture. In the case 
of Eureka Gardens, the public 
process resulted in reduced 
density, mediocre design, and 
what appears to be seriously 
compromised livability. Anoth¬ 
er opportunity to mend the 
sometimes tattered urban fab¬ 
ric of San Francisco’s greatest 
asset, her streets, appears to 
have been bargained away. ▼

Catholics Ladle Out More Crap

MANILA - The Roman 
Catholic Archbishop of Mani¬ 
la on Sunday, July 25, re¬ 
sponded to criticism by the 
government of President Fi¬ 
del Ramos of the Church’s op¬ 
position to birth control by 
saying government officials 
had “betrayed their stupidity.” 

Cardinal Jaime Sin, re¬ 
sponding to a government of¬ 
ficial’s remark that the 
Church’s opposition to birth 
control was obsolete, issued a 
statement saying the “intelli¬ 
gent remarks” and the “smart¬ 
ness” of Ramos officials “be¬ 
trayed their foolishness, their 
intelligent argumentation has 


betrayed their stupidity.” 

“How I wish there were 
more statesmen in the gov¬ 
ernment. A statement like 
‘The Church is now obsolete’ 
should have no place in a gov¬ 
ernment that calls itself for 
the people,” Sin said. 

Since Ramos assumed 
power last year, Filipino 
Catholic bishops have issued 
two pastoral letters read in 
pulpits nationwide condemn¬ 
ing the government’s policy 
of promoting the use of con¬ 
traception to curb population 
growth. 

Health secretary Juan 
Flavier shrugged off the pos¬ 
sibility of excommunication 
from the Church for advocat¬ 


ing the use of condoms to 
protect against AIDS and oth¬ 
er sexually transmitted dis¬ 
eases. 

Ramos’s press secretary Je¬ 
sus Sison reportedly de¬ 
scribed the church’s position 
on contraception as “obsolete” 
several days after Ramos 
challenged Catholic govern¬ 
ment workers to resign if 
they could not follow his pol¬ 
icy on population control. 

The Asian Development 
Bank said recently that the 
Philippines has an annual 
population growth rate of 2.7 
percent, the second highest in 
Asia. ▼

Wall Street Project Tackles 
Gay Concerns in Big Business

The easiest way to a com¬ 
pany’s conscience is through 
its bank account, or so goes 
the theory behind a New 
York-based organization hop¬ 
ing to pressure companies to 
adopt policies protecting the 
rights of gay and lesbian em¬ 
ployees. 

The Wall Street Project 
has sent out questionnaires to 
the Fortune 1,000 corpora¬ 
tions during the past month, 
asking for policies on homo¬ 
sexuality and if diversity 
training takes place in the 
company. 

Based on the responses the 
company receives, Nicolas 
Curto, chairman of the Wall 
Street Project, said a com¬ 
plete list of companies with 
and without policies will then 
be passed on to stock in¬ 
vestors, who can then decide 
if they want to invest in com¬ 
panies that have no policies 
for gay and lesbian employ¬ 
ees. 

“The responses have 
ranged from excellent to hor¬ 
rible,” Curto said of the ques¬ 
tionnaires that have been re¬ 
turned. “One company said it 
wasn’t something that they 
had thought of before, but 
now wanted more informa¬ 
tion on. Another company 
said it was none of our busi¬ 
ness. If they respond like that 
to a questionnaire, I can just 
imagine how they are with 
their gay employees.” 

According to Curto, share¬ 
holder pressure in the past 
has been an effective way to 
prompt large groups of share¬ 
holders to sell their interest in 
a company. Investors account 
for $650 billion in assets. 

He said the New York 
City Employees Retirement 
System, one of the nation’s 
largest institutional investors 
in the country, pulled invest¬ 
ments from the Cracker Bar¬ 
rel Old Country Store, Inc., 
after the company was sued 
by former employees who 


claimed they were fired be¬ 
cause they are gay. 

“People want to invest in 
companies that are socially re¬ 
sponsible,” Curto said. 
“Whether it’s fighting apart¬ 
heid in South Africa or gay 
and lesbian rights at compa¬ 
nies, people don’t want to in¬ 
vest in a company that 
doesn’t have a conscience. 
Gays and lesbians and our 
friends also hold those assets 
and have buying power.” 

The company question¬ 
naire asks employers if they 
have a written policy protect¬ 
ing gay and lesbian employ¬ 
ees, what the limitations of 
the policy are, and how the 
company ensures the policy is 
being enforced. It also asks 
what benefits are being ex¬ 
tended to domestic partners 
of gay and lesbian employees 
and if the company has a les¬ 
bian or gay employees group. 

There is also an employees 
questionnaire, to cross refer¬ 
ence the employee’s answers 
against the company’s. 

“The questionnaires are so 
revealing,” Curto said, “You 
get some CEOs saying they’re 
too busy to answer the ques¬ 
tions and hang up on you. It 
sounds like a smoke screen to 
me.” 

The Wall Street Project, 
was started after an investor, 
looking for a list of compa¬ 
nies that had policies protect¬ 
ing gay and lesbian investors, 
contacted the Community 
Lesbian and Gay Rights Insti¬ 
tute. After realizing no such 
list existed, the Institute 
formed the Wall Street Pro¬ 
ject to compile one itself. 

For those companies that 
don’t have a policy but are in¬ 
terested in writing one, the 
Wall Street Project will dis¬ 
tribute copies of policies from 
companies like Digital, which 
includes sexual orientation in 
its policy statement. 

“It there is a company in 
Omaha that says they don’t 
know of anyone in their area 
who does diversity training, 


we can put them in touch 
with someone,” he said. 

He said some companies 
that have responded are 
proud of their policy and 
have said they are willing to 
talk to other companies about 
working for an anti-discrimi¬ 
nation policy statement. The 
first set of 500 questionnaires 
was sent out in June, the sec¬ 
ond set was sent out last 
week. Curto said companies 
have a month to respond. 

If, after a month, a re¬ 
sponse hasn’t been received, 
he said a second letter will be 
sent out to make sure all com¬ 
panies have an opportunity to 
respond. 

In addition to policy state¬ 
ments, Curto said he hopes 
the Wall Street Project can 
help push for domestic part¬ 
ner benefits in companies. 
“Benefits are terribly impor¬ 
tant to keeping gay employ¬ 
ees satisfied,” he said. “If you 
have a gay man working for 
you and he and his lover have 
children, a heterosexual em¬ 
ployee in the same position 
receives benefits for himself 
and his family while the gay 
family does not. It doesn’t 
matter if the gay employee 
has been there for ten years 
and the heterosexual employ¬ 
ee just started. 

“We find that very unbal¬ 
anced, and I’m sure investors 
would find that unbalanced as 
well,” he said. “Also, investors 
want to invest in companies 
where employees are happy 
and more productive. If a 
company recognizes gay em¬ 
ployees and their partners, 
those employees are generally 
thrilled — and as a result are 
very loyal and good employ¬ 
ees. Ultimately, productivity 
goes up if people are comfort¬ 
able and pleased.” 

Some 25 volunteers will 
begin compiling the surveys 
as they come in, Curto said, 
and a list will be completed 
this fall. ▼ 


U.S. Supreme Court Declines 
To Separate Church and State

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
The Supreme Court said 
Monday, July 26, that a public 
school district — created only 
to accommodate a religious 
community — can continue to 
exist for the present, despite 
questions about its constitu¬ 
tionality. 

The case could turn out to 
be the latest challenge of the 
so-called “Lemon test,” the 
Supreme Court’s current 
yardstick for deciding 
whether government is be¬ 
coming excessively “entan¬ 
gled” with religion. That test 
is increasingly coming under 
attack from conservative jus¬ 
tices, led by Justice Antonin 
Scalia. 

On Monday, the high court 
issued a stay of a lower court 
ruling that undercut state¬ 
funding for the handicapped 
in the district, but the order 


says the stay is only in effect 
until the district files a formal 
appeal to the Supreme Court. 
Then the high court must de¬ 
cide whether or not to accept 
that appeal of the state court 
ruling. 

The New York Court of 
Appeals had declared uncon¬ 
stitutional a state law that cre¬ 
ated the Kiryas Joel Village 
School District, which was 
created by the state to encom¬ 
pass a community composed 
almost entirely of members of 
the Satmar Hasidic Jewish 
community. The public 
school is exclusively for hand¬ 
icapped students; the commu¬ 
nity provides religious-based 
schooling for the rest of the 
students. The main effect of 
that lower court ruling was 
that 200 handicapped children 
in the district would no 
longer have special education 
classes. 

The New York court said 


the law creating the special 
school district violated part of 
the “Lemon test” by creating 
a “symbolic union” between 
church and state. “Lemon” is 
the name of the petitioner in 
the landmark Supreme Court 
decision. 

But the school district and 
the New York attorney gener¬ 
al’s office applied to the 
Supreme Court for help. 

Last Wednesday, Justice 
Clarence Thomas without 
comment stayed the state 
court order until either he or 
the full court could form a re¬ 
sponse to the application. 

The response came in 
Monday’s action. 

It will probably be this fall 
or winter before the Supreme 
Court decides whether it 
wants to hear the appeal. 

The high court is recessed 
for the summer until the first 
Monday in October. ▼

it when the meanings are in 
conflict with each other. 

The other thing we were 
interested in is the fact that 
Indiana’s image came from 
the art world, but it was basi¬ 
cally stolen by the popular 
media and turned into cock¬ 
tail napkins, swizzle sticks, 
and key chains. It just went 
into the media and spread, 
like a virus. We intend that 
with the AIDS image. 

Some have credited artists’ 
consciousness of the AIDS 
crisis with helping to rein¬ 
vest art with content, with 
political stance. Where do 


you place your work on the 
spectrum of political art? 

Our work has always had 
social content. The word po¬ 
litical is a tricky one. We 
don’t see our work as didac¬ 
tic, although we like it to 
raise issues. We might be 
more Canadian in that re¬ 
spect. Canadians tend to play 
the part of the observer. 

This show marks the 25th 
year of General Idea! That’s 
rather long for an artistic 
collaboration. How has it 
lasted so long? 

We just say it’s a bad 
habit. Once we got past a cer¬ 
tain point, we didn’t know 
how to stop. 

This idea of the three of 
you resonates throughout 
your work. In fact you 
won’t be photographed indi¬ 
vidually, only in a group. 


Yes, especially now with 
two of us being sick, a photo¬ 
graph of one or two of us be¬ 
comes too much a portrayal 
of the future. It’s become a re¬ 
ally sensitive issue. 

The three little seal pups in 
the Fin de Siecle installa¬ 
tion, again like the three of 
you. Is this an artistic strate- 

gy? 

With us it wasn’t a strate¬ 
gy, it was an accident. But 
we’ve been very aware over 
the years of three men in a 
tub, the three little pigs — I 
think a three-way collabora¬ 
tion works very nicely. There 
can be constant shifting in 
balance without the structure 
collapsing. We always work 
by consensus, we don’t do 
anything unless we all agree, 
and I think that’s part of why 
we’ve been able to stay to¬ 
gether for so long.

M J arrived at the San 
I 1 Francisco Muse- 
JL um of Modern 
Art in the form of a show by 
General Idea, the three 
Toronto-based artists AA 
Bronson, Felix Partz, and 
Jorge Zontal. Their medium 
is the art world, and as SF- 
MOMA Curator of Media 
Arts Robert Riley suggests, 
their quarter century of me¬ 
dia critique qualifies them as 
granddaddies of postmodern 
appropriation technique. 

However, their show is 
grounded in humanity and 
the realities of its theme, the 
late-century horror of AIDS. 
As Bronson told me, their col¬ 
laboration in the midst of cri¬ 
sis finds them “listening to 
each other’s heart,” a senti¬ 
ment made literal in the self- 
portrait Playing Doctor, in 
which the three men connect 
with each other’s heartbeat 
via red, green, and blue 
stethoscopes. 

I spoke with AA Bronson 
in the museum’s galleries as 
workers installed “Fin de 
Siecle” for its opening the fol¬ 
lowing day. 

* * * 

Roberto Friedman: I no¬ 
ticed the AIDS sculpture 
outside the museum was 
covered with graffiti. That’s 
pretty fast work! 

AA Bronson: It’s been col¬ 
lecting graffiti during the tour 
of the show. But today some¬ 
body from the War Memorial 
Building [which houses SF- 
MOMA] cleaned off as much 


as he could. So I guess we 
just start all over again. 

The installations One Day 
of AZT and One Year of 
AZT utilize the modular 
forms of minimalist sculp¬ 
ture, but AIDS invests them 
with meaning. 

We often appropriate avail¬ 
able contemporary art for¬ 
mats, as well as popular cul¬ 
ture formats. But really the 
piece is about that pill envi¬ 
ronment people find them¬ 
selves in, and how over¬ 
whelming that can be. So 
rather than making some di¬ 
dactic statement about AZT, 
it’s a straightforward repre¬ 
sentation of the actual pill. 

The AIDS Project has been 
reproduced in subway 
posters, electronic bill¬ 
boards, wallpaper ... . Isn’t 
replacing the word LOVE 
with AIDS somehow sinis¬ 
ter? 

People bring different 
readings of the original 
LOVE painting to their read¬ 
ing of the AIDS logo. If they 
think Indiana’s painting repre¬ 
sents free love (in other 
words, free sex), then it has a 
sinister implication. If they 
think of it as what we used to 
call brotherly love, then our 
work has a completely differ¬ 
ent connotation. What we 
found was that only in New 
York and San Francisco have 
people interpreted it in terms 
of free love. Our intent was 
never to equate AIDS with 
sex, that’s something we fell 
into by accident. On the other 
hand, we tend to load a piece 
with as many meanings as 
possible, and we usually like

T hank goodness some 
Roman or another 
came up with the 
word luridus from 
which the English word lurid

“I’m sick to death of seeing 
drag queens,” Randy Shilts 
complains to Us magazine. 
Shilts was peeved about parts 
of HBO’s And The Band 
Played On, including scenes 
“where they go to a bath¬ 
house, then they talk to a 
drag queen, then they go to a 
gay porn shop. It’s this cumu¬ 
lative effect‘of negative gay 
stuff that is inflammatory.” 
And Variety reports that 
Shilts’ complaints have led to 
changes in the TV pic. HBO 
Chairman Michael Fuchs 
says they were responding “to 
Randy’s point, which is that 
every gay person in America 
is not a drag queen.” Does 
Shilts think sex positivity and 
gender-bendingare inherently 
“negative” and “inflammato¬ 
ry”?

And after HBO changed 
the pic to take out some of 
those “negative, inflammato¬ 
ry” images of gay men, Band 
actor Matthew Modine 
stirred the waters by writing 
an angry letter to HBO Pic¬ 
tures. According to Variety, 
Modine’s letter argued that 
“in creating a more sympa¬ 
thetic, monogamous portrait 
of gay life in San Francisco 
circa 1982, HBO should not 
engage in revisionist history” 
and that “the licentiousness of 
the gay community in the 
1980s should not be edited to 
accommodate 1990s political 
correctness.” Shilts spoke to 
Modine, who was unaware 
that Shilts was the instigator 
of the changes, and Modine 
withdrew his complaint. 

And speaking of political 
correctness, Variety says that 
HBO has been running “a dis¬ 
creet public-relations cam¬ 
paign to build support for the 
film among leaders of major 
AIDS organizations and gay 
political groups.” GLAAD 
and AmFAR members were 
among those from 17 organi¬ 


zations who were treated to 
screenings in S.F., L.A., and 
Washington, D.C. Obviously 
HBO doesn’t want any nega¬ 
tive publicity around the pic. 
Band airs on HBO on 
September 11.

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Tommy Time in 'Tommy Tune Tonight' 

Going Gray

O ne might say that 
seeing “Tommy 
Tune Tonight,” cur¬ 
rently playing at 
San Francisco’s Curran The¬ 
atre, is akin to ordering your 
favorite cocktail, a Manhattan 
or martini, perhaps, and then 
ending up with an adorable 
but booze-free Shirley Tem¬ 
ple. Tommy’s show is fun, 
frothy, and entertaining, but 
it’s also a pastiche in search of 
a concept — a pleasant drink, 
but one where the buzz never 
quite kicks in. 

“Tommy Tune Tonight” 
comes close, so very close, to 
being a sophisticated, classy, 
supper-club-like revue. But 
because there’s no “book,” i.e., 
no consistent story line or the¬ 
atrical conceit (and no one, by 
the way, is credited with any 
attempt at narrative content), 
the show simply drifts from 
one musical number to the 
next. Apparently the produc¬ 
es, and Mr. Tune, assume 
that simply “being with Tom¬ 
my,” sharing his grin, his boy¬ 
ish charm, his love for Broad¬ 
way, is enough. 

But it’s not. And, as a re¬ 
sult, the entertainment wob¬ 
bles down memory lane, fea¬ 
turing a little tap and a little 
soft shoe; a taste of George 
Gershwin, Irving Berlin, and 
Cole Porter; a chat with the 
star; and, later, a tribute to 
Tune’s numerous friends who 


have died (mostly from 
AIDS). There are also several 
comic routines and several 
engagingdance numbers—for 
Tune’s two exceptionally tal¬ 
ented backup dancers/singers 
(Robert Fowler and Frantz 
Hall). Finally, and with a 
burst of predictable “Broad¬ 
way” glitz, the show ends 
with a shower of feel-good 
glitter. 

Yet despite all the pizzazz 
(including fancy lighting, lots 
of dry-ice smoke, a 24-piece 
orchestra, Tony Walton’s ele¬ 
gant neon-trimmed set, and 
Willa Kim’s sequin-encrusted 
costumes), there’s something 
missing; there’s an odd hol¬ 
lowness at the core of “Tom¬ 
my Tune Tonight.” 


Clever Line 

Early on, Tune explains 
that the revue’s theme is “con¬ 
temporary nostalgia,” and 
that’s a clever line because it 
sounds good but says nothing. 
Instead, I suspect, Tune’s 
show is all about trading on 
name recognition, celebrating 
the condition of being a star, 
and not bothering to worry 
about a package that might 
aspire to art. Why do more, a 
cynical veteran might might 
ask, when you can simply 
laugh all the way to the bank? 

Thus, despite the good hu¬ 
mor and winning smile, 
there’s something slightly

creepy about this 54-year-old, 
very tall, heavily pancaked 
show-biz guy. Today’s Tom¬ 
my might best be described 
as the new, elongated, and tap 
dancin’ Liberace: the hands 
never stop moving, his collar- 
length hair proclaims its 
streaks of silver-gray coloring, 
and the glitter vest offers 
valuable cover for the per¬ 
former’s present lack of any 
high-kickin’ steps. It also 
seems irresponsible not to 


note that Tune’s prodigious 
crow’s-feet lay bare the limits 
of cosmetic surgery. 

What I liked best about 
“Tommy Tune Tonight” were 
the vocal-dance ensembles for 
Tune and the two “boys” 
(they are, after all, approxi¬ 
mately half the star’s age). 
Fowler and Hall are equally 
agile and talented; precision- 
sharp in their dancing, and 
provide complex, on-key vo¬ 
cal harmonies. Without ques¬ 
tion, their counterpoint har¬ 
mony, in a three-part vocal 
rendition of “Wunderbar” 
(Tune gets the melody), is the 
evening’s musical highlight. 

What would have made 
“Tommy Tune Tonight” truly 
fly? A concept, like, say, a 
tribute to Fred Astaire; or an 
imagined night at New 
York’s famed Stork Club; or 
an overview of Cole Porter’s 
musical career. Any of these 
ideas and their progressive, 
artistic development — via 
song, dance, and words — 
would give Tune’s show the 
focus it now so amazingly 
lacks. 

It also seems strange that 
Tune can’t find anyone to 
dance with. Yes, Fowler and 
Hall provide backup, but 
Tune’s primary partner is a 
headless microphone stand. 
My theatre companion found 
this kinky and fun. But I like 
illusion and, consequently, 
thought the star’s unrelieved- 
ly solo status (where’s Ginger 
when you need her?) seemed 
kind of dumb.

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Missing the Moon

C ontinuing the sitcom 
saga of Ralph and Al¬ 
ice Kramden’s and 
Ed and Trixie Nor¬ 
ton’s gay sons, The Lost 
Episode: One of These Days 
2 at Theatre Rhinoceros be¬ 
gins with Ted Norton (Joseph 
Leonardi) waltzing naked 
onto the stage just prior to 
taking a shower. When this 
honey moons the audience, 
any hope of a sophisticated 
gay send-up of The Honey- 
mooners and the whole mon- 
do-straight world of post- 
World War II television is pow! 
to the moon. 

At least the gratuitous 
male nudity is turned into a 
joke later on when Ted’s 
daffy lesbian neighbor states, 
“You need to have a nude 
scene to have a successful 
show in this town.” (Lesbians 
please note: this play does not 
employ equal opportunity nu¬ 
dity. The two lesbian charac¬ 
ters remain fully clothed, and 
clothed badly, throughout.) 

But enough about naked 
people. What does One of 
These Days 2 have to offer 
that’s new, exciting, and chal¬ 
lenging in terms of contempo¬ 
rary theatre? Nothing actual¬ 
ly, but the comedy does have 
its chuckles, though on press 
night, the most entertaining 
part of the evening was the 
infectious and very loud 
laughter of an audience mem¬ 
ber who was having a grand 
time watching the cast of five 
fumble and glide through one 
of the ugliest sets in the city. 
This sequel to last year’s 


Rhino hit once again follows 
the very gay lives of Castro 
roommates Frank Kramden 
and Ted Norton. More Bert 
and Ernie than Felix and Os¬ 
car (or Ralph and Norton for 
that matter), Frank and Ted 
are an odd couple nonethe¬ 
less. 

Frank is as irascible as his 
now deceased old man, and 
like his father, he is a bull¬ 
headed bus driver. As embod¬ 
ied by Jeff Thompson, Frank 
is a cranky, tubby crab of a 
man who seems to soak up 
energy on stage, leaving his 
fellow actors to exert even 
greater efforts to sell the com¬ 
edy. The evening’s laughs 
rarely emanate from him and 
are generally at his expense. 

Pleasant Foil 

More fortunate is Joseph 
Leonardi as the dopey Ted, 
who works as a nanny (“Fairy 
Poppins”) at an inner child 
nursery school. Leonardi’s 
slack goofiness and vacant ex¬ 
pressions milk a number of 
laughs and provide a pleasant 
foil to Thompson’s short- 
fused Frank. 

When in danger of collaps¬ 
ing under its flimsy, unorigi¬ 
nal plot — it’s Frank’s 35th 
birthday and Ted has forgot¬ 
ten — One of These Days 2 i s 
enlivened by Babs, Frank and 
Ted’s lesbian neighbor. As 
portrayed by the winning 
Pamela Forrest, Babs is an 
amalgam of Snow White 
channeled through Tina 
Turner. She’s fierce, feisty, 
and sweet as can be. She cries 
as often as she giggles and

dispenses erotic advice in her 
column “Bother Babs.” 

Much more interesting 
than either of the main char¬ 
acters, Babs is a full-bodied 
comedic element. There’s 
great flair in Forrest’s deliv¬ 
ery, and she’s a joy to watch. 

Fine performances by 
Leigh Crow (aka Elvis Her- 
selvis) as Babs’ former lover 
Delilah and Robert Coffman 


as Ernie the landlord only 
add to the argument that the 
peripheral characters in this 
“sitcom” are far more enter¬ 
taining than the leads. The 
fault for this imbalance, 
strangely enough, can be at¬ 
tributed to the lead actors 
themselves: Leonardi and 
Thompson have once again 
scripted the entire proceed¬ 
ings. It’s too bad they couldn’t 
have shaped a more interest¬ 
ing or involving plot to incor¬ 
porate the wonderful support¬ 
ing characters in a way that 
bolstered audience affection 
for the main ones. And 
though the clever quips fly 
throughout the evening, for 
each good one-liner, there’s a 
contrived plot advancement 
or character “development” 
that comes far too easily. 

When spoofing television, 
it’s best to stay within the 


confines of the medium; this 
entire “episode” could easily 
have been condensed into a 
wonderfully dense 30-minute 
format. Thompson interjects 
an occasional “buddy boy” or 
“har dee har har” into his di¬ 
alogue, but writers Thompson 
and Leonardi could have 
mined the original Honey- 
mo oners for more relevant 
references. 

The essence of the evening 
is embodied by the transla¬ 
tion of one particular Honey- 
mooners allusion: Ralph 
Kramden’s famous piece of 
vitriol, “to the moon,” be¬ 
comes Castro-ized into the 
cringe-inducing “over the 
rainbow.” ▼

Mel Brooks, who ran out of comic gas after 1973's Young 
Frankenstein, makes yet another attempt to resurrect his 
faded career with Robin Hood ...

W omen in the 

Shadows is a 
faithful recreation 
of Ann Bannon’s 
pulpy “dykesploitation” novel 
of the late ’50s. It’s got 
alcoholism, diesel dykes, bohe¬ 
mian dancers, large pointy 
breasts wrapped in tight 
sweaters, wigs, wigs, wigs, and 
the triumph of the maternal in¬ 
stinct. It’s a casebook defini¬ 
tion of “molodrama.” 

Laura Landon is a hapless 
lesbian in thrall to her diesel 
lover Beebo. Laura pines for 
escape, but escape to what? 
Her alcoholic friend Jack 
Mann, an “old queen” sick of 
pursuing pretty boys to no 
avail, has asked her to marry 
him, so they can escape to¬ 
gether from the sick world of 
the homosexual. But Laura 
knows in her heart that won’t 
work, and when she meets 
the exotic, sexually confused 
“Indian Princess” Tris, her 
passion reblooms. Meanwhile, 
a distraught Beebo ... . 

Never mind. You know 
how this is going to end. 
Sometimes one might believe 
there were Federal regula¬ 
tions governing the end of 
works about homosexuals in 
the ’50s — the bad dykes end 
up miserable, if not dead, and 
the good dykes are saved by 
marriage and maternity. 

Performance Heaven 

The pleasures of Women 
in the Shadows come from 
the performances and not the 


plot. A1 Farmer Jr. plays the 
hapless Laura like Norma 
Shearer in a beehive. Laurie 
Bushman’s Beebo could open 
as Jerry Lee Lewis to Leigh 
Crowe’s Elvis Herselvis. And 
Jazizi Capuccino steals the 
show as the exotic 
dancer/“princess” Tris. Mug¬ 
ging and rolling his eyes to 


the audience at the pathetic 
wimpiness of Laura & Co. in 
a ’90s critique of ’50s atti¬ 
tudes, Capuccino raises hair¬ 
flipping to an art form. 

Capuccino also gets points 
for saves during this home¬ 
made production. In a scene 
where Capuccino pretends to 
put on a record for Laura, we 
hear the director (who does 
double duty as stage manag¬ 
er) frantically flipping 
through tapes, looking for the 
right one. First Capuccino 
flings off his top, with a 
breezy “oh, well, we’re all 
girls here,” and then, as the 
wait for the music lengthens 
painfully, he trots over to the 
wall and says of the imagi¬ 
nary cord for the non-working

record player, “Oh, I forgot to 
plug it in!” Finally the music 
starts, to great applause for 
the smooth save. 

Amateur Hour 

The production’s amateur- 
hour feel is part of the enter¬ 
tainment. A lamp that refuses 
to stand up threatens cast, 
crew, and audience at least 
three times. A scene starts in 
the dark with the director out 
of the room; we get to watch 
him rush back to turn on the 
lights. Laura fumbles about 
onstage looking for the box 
with her secret diary — an au¬ 
dience member has to tell her 
where Beebo left it. 

If you’re looking for great 
theater, this isn’t it, but if 
you’re looking for good enter¬ 
tainment, this’ll do the trick. 
The program notes that “the 
play raises important ques¬ 
tions” about “the construction 
of our social identities” and 
that it’s time to raise pulp 
novelist Ann Bannon’s work 
“To the pantheon of great liter-

Killer 

Musical

T he Cereal Killers 
bills itself as a rock 
opera, a cross be¬ 
tween Bye, Bye 
Birdie and The Rocky Hor¬ 
ror Picture Show — in other 
words, a raunchy and some¬ 
times silly songfest which fea¬ 
tures teenagers. At the same 
time, it attempts to explore in 
a serious spoof our TV-sad¬ 
dled world and its effects on 
society, particularly the 
young. 

Television viewers turn 
television personalities not so 
much into real people but 
into friends, and where once 
people daydreamed about cas¬ 
tles in the clouds, sailing 
across the ocean on a raft, or 
finding that great romance, 
now we add to that the fanta¬ 
sy of being discovered, enter¬ 
ing the glamorous world of 
show business, and being 
adored by millions. 

Such is the story of Junior 
Jones, a lonely teenager who 
finds solace and friendship in 
watching The Big Shot Show, 
which stars his idols Super 
Bob and Vanessa Ultrabrite. 
After winning the Teen 
Amerikid Contest, Junior 
travels to TV land to promote 
the new cereal Chomp-O-Lot. 
His arch rival, Sarah Rogers,

forces her way into the stu¬ 
dio, and together they are re¬ 
made into the perfect Ameri¬ 
can television teens—younger 
versions of the blatantly plas¬ 
tic Super Bob and Vanessa. 

Chomp-O-Lot is much 
more than it seems, however. 
Not only is it a commercial 
venture, it’s also a devious 
way for Bob and Vanessa to 
remain objects of worship 
and love. 

Unfortunately, this show 
sounds much more interest¬ 
ing than the actual production 
at the Artfull Circle Theatre, 
and the primary culprit is the 
music. First of all, this is not 
an opera (although there are 
oblique musical references to 
Tommy) but a musical. And 
if your idea of rock music is 
lousy songs, then this show 
has, 18 of them, two of which 
are sung twice. 

Perhaps the show would 
not be so bad without the 


songs. D’Arcy Drollinger’s 
story moves along fairly well. 
For the most part, the acting 
is not too bad, and Charles 
Herman Wurmfeld’s direction 
is adequate. 

However, every time 
someone reached for a micro¬ 
phone, I winced. The singing 
and the songs are unbearable. 
Any esteem I felt for the ac¬ 
tors dissolved the minute they 
missed the first note. 

Furthermore, a whole lot 
of play passes by before we 
get to its two most fascinating 
moments: the hiring of Char¬ 
lie’s Angels to save the day 
and a death scene reminiscent 
of the great Warner Brothers 
cartoons. But even these 
bright spots are not enough to 
save this show. I would rather 
see Bye, Bye, Birdie any day. V

Hillbilly Heaven

N othing could be fur¬ 
ther from the roots 
of gay culture than 
country music. Gay 
men pine for the urban arts — 
opera, Broadway, disco — 
whose values are the antithe¬ 
ses of the rural and suburban 
values that oppress gay peo¬ 
ple during their adolescence. 
And nothing is more repre¬ 
sentative of those oppressive 
values than country music. 
Country not only never es¬ 
poused free love, drug use, or 
tolerance, it considered even 
a D-I-V-O-R-C-E to be a 
tragedy of Greek scale. 

Dolly Parton stands apart 


from the stand-by-your-man 
crowd of female twangers. Al¬ 
though she’s best known for 
her perky crossover hits, 
David E. Johnston mines her 
darker, more Southern Gothic 
songs for his show Gone Dol- 
lywood. This isn’t the “Hi! 
I’m Dolly!” of her TV spe¬ 
cials, but the Dolly with a his¬ 
tory of child abuse, who 
knows that life among the 
lower orders is not one big 
hillbilly festival out of a 
Nashville Network video. 

In the Mix 

Johnston mixes his own 
dramatically rescored Parton 
songs with an ongoing narra¬ 
tive, read by one of his musi¬ 


cal accompanists. On opening 
night, the stories were some¬ 
what confusing, merging tales 
of Parton’s own childhood 
abuse with stories of other 
abused children, to a point 
where it seemed that Parton 
had a young son she’d abused 
and then committed to a men¬ 
tal hospital. Johnston also 
puts Parton on the streets of 
Nashville as a prostitute and 
has her raped on her front 
porch by Sam Shepard. John¬ 
ston plans to clarify the narra¬ 
tive, so this problem should 
be absent from future shows. 

The songs are played 
straight, but most of the so¬ 
phisticated audience was 
howling with laughter at the 


overalls, whiteface, and a tiny 
plastic cowboy hat that could 
have been borrowed from 
Barney the Dinosaur. The 
ukelele player (yes, that’s 
right) is a man with horn rims 
and a nurses’ uniform. The 
backup singer and violinist 
wear blond Dolly wigs. But 
after the stories of child abuse 
are told in clinical detail, the 
nurses’ uniform and John¬ 
ston’s boy-at-a-birthday-party 
appearance become a 
macabre mockery of the audi¬ 
ence’s initial laughter. The 
ukelele player/narrator, who 
reads Johnston’s stories, is a 
poor reader, delivering the 
text in a flat, monotonous 
tone, but taking into account 
the clinical nature of the sto¬ 
ries, it doesn’t work to the 
show’s disadvantage. John¬ 
ston’s backup singer Nicole 
Claro and violinist Ann 
Mellinger perform admirably.

campy lyrics. One song tells 
the story of a homeless wom¬ 
an, her boyfriend Joe, and 
their little dog Gypsy — the 
dog dies first, then Joe, and 
then “it’s just me.” At the end 
she dies too, with Gypsy and 
Joe beckoning to her to join 
them on the other side. The 
story of the little girl, aban¬ 
doned by her parents, who 
shows up with her dog at Par- 
ton’s house, then dies in her 
sleep (and the dog with her — 
since God didn’t want either 
of them to be lonely) pro¬ 
voked further gales of laugh¬ 
ter. But as Johnston said in an 
interview with the B.A.R. re¬ 
garding his show ArtStar, h e 
likes to seduce the audience 
into thinking they’re watching 
something funny and campy, 
and then turn their amuse¬ 
ment back on them so that by 
the end, they wonder why 
they were laughing in the 
first place. As the narrative 
tales of abuse get darker, Par- 
ton’s simple homespun songs 
of common tragedy seem less 
and less absurd.

refer to her), Vera, and the 
sympathetic warder, Meg, 
and the husband-killer, 
Karen, and the wrongly ac¬ 
cused (and wrongly convicted) 
Lynn, and the real top-dog of 
the prisoners, Bea (who gets 
out and back in again ere 
long), and assorted syco¬ 
phants, nymphomaniacs, and 
just plain maniacs. And their 
stories are ... how can I say ... 
lurid. 

This wacky melange is all 
mixed up in a plot that defies 
belief. Compared to the inter¬ 
actions and machinations and 
coincidences of Cell Block H, 
daytime soaps positively drip 
realism. Karen killed her hus¬ 
band, but during her trial, she 
didn’t mention the abuse she 
suffered at his hands. When 
the doctor, who just happens 
to be an ex of Karen’s, sees the 
cigarette burns on her 
back, he gpes to Bill, the 
prison psychologist, who is 
married to Meg, the sympa¬ 
thetic warder, who becomes 
really cranky when Bill is 
stabbed during a fight be¬ 
tween Franky and Bea, for 
advice. Lynn, falsely convict¬ 
ed of burying a baby alive, is

Sweet 16 for 
SF Symphony 


by Philip Campbell 

W ith the recent 
release of Bruck¬ 
ner’s Symphony No. 
6 in A major, gener¬ 
ously coupled with Wagner’s 
Siegfried Idyll (CD 436129-2), 
Herbert Blomstedt and the 
San Francisco Symphony 
bring the number of discs 
issued on the London label to 
a total of 16. 

These recordings are part 
of a second prestigious con¬ 
tract with the Decca Record 
Company that was made in 
1990. International reviews 
have been glowing, and with 
last year’s Grammy for 
Carmina Burana and the 
1991 Gramophone Magazine 
award for Best Orchestral 
Recording (Nielsen’s Sym¬ 
phonies 2 and 3), Blomstedt 
may rest assured his legacy 
will live long past his depar¬ 
ture in 1995. 

San Francisco Symphony 
— Herbert Blomstedt 
Bruckner/Symphony No. 6 
Wagner /Siegfried Idyll 
London Records 

Without quite the enthusi¬ 
asm of previous reviews, Eu¬ 
ropean critics are hailing this 
release as further evidence of 
Blomstedt’s special grasp of 
Bruckner’s enormous musical 
structures. 

Often referred to as “cathe¬ 
drals of sound,” the Fourth 
and Sixth symphonies may 
be the most compact numbers 
in the canon of nine. The con¬ 
ductor takes a light-footed ap¬ 
proach in this outing that 
works surprisingly well, and 
the London engineers man¬ 
age a spacious acoustic that 
pumps the symphony strings 
to a gorgeous richness. There 
are other more acceptably tra¬ 
ditional accounts available, 
but with the exquisitely 
dreamy Wagner coupling, this 
makes for an exceptional val¬ 
ue — newcomers to these 
works will be entranced. 


San Francisco Symphony 

— Herbert Blomstedt 
Mendelssohn/ 

Symphonies 3 "Scottish" 
and 4 "Italian" 

London Records 

Just when you thought the 
catalog couldn’t bear another 
pairing of these old favorites, 
along comes another major 
contender. Claudio Abbado 
and Roger Norrington aside, 
Blomstedt makes a good case 
for ripe, crisply articulated 
renditions that sidestep inter¬ 
pretive quirks and present the 
music in brilliant modern 
sound. 

If your current library ac¬ 
tually lacks these two differ¬ 
ent but wonderfully compati¬ 
ble scores, first choice is now 
abundantly clear. Like the 
Schubert Symphonies 5 and 8 
Unfinished released April 
1992 (CD 433 072-2), this is 
hardly adventurous program¬ 
ming but essential for any 
good “classical” collection. 

San Francisco Symphony 

— Herbert Blomstedt 
Hindemith /Nobilissima 
Visione; Der Schwanen- 
dreher and Konzert- 
musik op. 50 
London Records 

The maestro once again 
confounds those who would 
pigeonhole him into strictly 
mainstream repertory. Paul 
Hindemith has been accused 
of a certain arid academicism 
himself, but these emotionally 
charged pieces put the lie to 
that — and Blomstedt gets the 
last ounce of electricity from 
his thoroughly committed 
players. 

The principal violist of the 
SFS, Geraldine Walther, is af¬ 
forded a delectable star turn 
in Der Schwanendreher, lit¬ 
erally The Swan-Turner. An 
obscure title for an easily ap¬ 
preciated work, beautifully re¬ 
alized by Walther. 

The other titled piece de¬ 
picts scenes from the life of 
St. Francis and succeeds in

the target for much abuse 
(she gets her hand ironed in 
the steam press) from Bea, 
who doesn’t approve of child 
abuse. Bea does a lot of 
threatening to maintain her 
status as the queen bee (pun 
intended), but Franky looks 
forward to taking over when 
Bea is paroled. 

Will Mum have any place 
to go when she is released? 
Does her daughter, who 
hasn’t come to see her in over 
a year, really plan to provide 
a home for her? Has the 
daughter ever forgiven Mum 
for killing her father (Mum’s 
husband)? What does Bea 
plan to do to her philandering 
husband when she visits him 
after her release? And will 
Karen ever get the hang of 
the prison routine, or will she 
end up hanging in her cell, 
like simple Sally? 

Over the Top 
The acting is all that could 
be hoped for (can you say 
histrionic?) with a plethora of 
pregnant pauses, lots of eye¬ 
rolling, scads of screaming, 
and threats that belong to the 
falling mountain school of 


subtlety. Imagine the most ex¬ 
aggerated silent movie acting, 
with dialogue, add a healthy 
dollop of the over-emoting 
that characterized 19th centu¬ 
ry melodrama, and you begin 
to get a hint of the acting in 
Cell Block H. 

I know someone who regu¬ 
larly has bad movie festivals 
at his home. He rents two or 
three truly repellent films 
that fall into the so-bad-it’s- 
good category. With that as a 
standard, Cell Block H must 
be in the so-utterly-terrible-it- 
must-be-great category. The 
unintended laughs are non¬ 
stop, with hokey music con¬ 
stantly telegraphing the next 
disaster. I laughed, and 
laughed, and laughed, and my 
enjoyment was never inter¬ 
rupted by a well-acted mo¬ 
ment, or a well-written line. 
Cell Block H is the perfect 
gift for anyone who treasures 
BAD movies, or who enjoys 
the thud of leaden characters 
meeting impossible dialogue.

The Concert Music for 
brass and strings lends some 
very astringent variety to an¬ 
other well-filled disc. Leonard 
Bernstein’s last version may 
have had more punch, but 
Blomstedt is no slouch either 
when it comes to music he 
obviously enjoys. 

San Francisco Symphony 
— Herbert Blomstedt 
Sibelius/Symphony No. 

2; Tapiola; Valse Triste 
London Records 

A transplanted Swede 
should be expected to excel 
in a craggy Nordic idiom, and 
Blomstedt surely knows his 
Sibelius and Carl Nielsen. 
This latest installment in a 
projected complete series 
(Symphonies 4 and 5 are 
available on CD 425 858-2) 
may also earn the universal 
praise heaped on the complet¬ 
ed set of all six Nielsen sym¬ 
phonies. 

No more than hints of the 
lush romanticism that in¬ 
spired the Second slow the in¬ 
exorable rush to climax that 
makes this recording such a 
compelling listen. With a glo¬ 
rious sheen on the strings and 
some genuinely thrilling horn 
playing, this is a real high 
point in the orchestra’s 
discography. The tone poem 
Tapiola and a once heard, 
never forgotten Valse Triste 
set the seal on an unqualified 
winner. 


Not all of the London 
recordings are hits; the 
Beethoven Symphonies 1 and 
3 were unnecessary additions 
to a crowded field, and ironi¬ 
cally, the Grammy-winning 
choral work Carmina Burana 
seems a strangely wrong¬ 
headed and lumpy rendition. 


Still, Blomstedt’s reputation 
as an orchestra builder is ful¬ 
ly justified by the bulk of his 
admirable SFS collabora¬ 
tions. We look forward to the 
next release of two Berwald 
symphonies — a little heard 
composer close to the conduc¬ 
tor’s heart. ▼

On the 20th Century 


by Roberto Friedman 

L ast time around, the 
fin-de-siecle move¬ 
ment in art manifest¬ 
ed itself in Viennese 
expressionism and by such a 
master of psychic tension as 
Edward Munch. The end of 
an even more hair-raising cen¬ 
tury is brought to us by three 
artists who call themselves 
General Idea. Their Fin de 
Siecle has just opened at the 
SFMOMA, and their portrait 
of our time is disturbing, as 
befits this particular historical 
moment. General Idea envi¬ 
sions giant AZT pills, the vic¬ 
timization of the innocent, 
and AIDS writ large across 
the media landscape. 

The museum has given 
several of its central galleries 
to the General Idea show, and 
the artists have installed an 
astonishingly “empty” group 
of works. The rotunda, for ex¬ 
ample, that exalted, sky-lit 
space, is almost entirely filled 
with styrofoam “ice floes,” a 
sterile, lifeless environment 
save three stuffed pup seals. 

Fin de Siecle, the show’s 
title installation, echoes a 
19th-century painting by Cas¬ 
par David Friedrich which 
depicts a ship snagged on ice¬ 
bergs. But the seals which 
stare out from the field of 
white are certainly creatures 
of late 20th-century crisis: in¬ 
nocent and doomed. They are 
the artists’ self-portrait, but 
they are also all of us, adrift 
in the cold, arctic world, en¬ 
dangered. 

Fin de Siecle is almost 
blinding in its whiteness, the 
natural light which falls from 
the skylight given an artificial 
booster by fluorescent lights 
arrayed, Flavin-like, at the 
ceiling. The pervasive white¬ 
ness of the exhibition — white 
of the AZT pills, white of the 
lab coats worn by General 
Idea Playing Doctor — is the 
clinical white of hospitals. In 
one of the small chamber gal¬ 
leries, their trademark AIDS 
logo (a la Robert Indiana’s 
LOVE) is presented as white 
acrylics on white canvas. The 
wallpaper, also AIDS in 
white, is even harder to dis¬ 
cern: the ghost of white. In 
the twin chamber, the same 
effect is in black on black. 

Oppressively Narrow 

Only in the installation 
AIDS (Nauman) is the faux- 
pop AIDS graphic present in 


its original red, green, and 
blue. But here, the wallpaper 
covers the inside walls of a 
20-ft., oppressively narrow 
corridor. The claustrophobic 
effect, of the walls closing in 
on us, is precisely apt. 



One Day of AZT and One 
Year of AZT fill a gallery 
with five huge pills (daily 
dosage) and 1,825 smaller 
ones (yearly total). Unlike 
most art about AIDS, this 
work does not trumpet out¬ 


rage and does not rely on text 
to make its points. By merely 
representing the pharmaceuti¬ 
cals in outsize scale, the 
artists convey the empty 
promise of the medicine. The 
museum space is transformed 
into a chamber of toxicity, 
testament to a poisonous 
health-care industry. 

Though their work is rig¬ 
orously conceptual, General 
Idea has given us a show 
which resonates far beyond 
the rarefied concerns of art 
history and speaks to the cen¬ 
tral issues of our time. Cura¬ 
tor of Media Arts Robert Ri¬ 
ley deserves credit for bring¬ 
ing us their work, installa¬ 
tions which carry little mar¬ 
ketplace value but plenty of 
potential for provocation and 
upset. With their monster 
pills, their bereft seals, and 
the spectre of AIDS hanging 
in the wallpaper, General 
Idea has captured the Zeit¬ 
geist of our treacherous 
times, as we barrel headlong 
toward the millennium. T

The seals remind me of hor¬ 
ror stories of poachers club¬ 
bing baby harp seals. How 
much is environmentalism a 
part of your work? 

The piece is more impor¬ 
tant as a self-portrait, and 
with all the white and white 
light, there’s obviously a very 
clinical nature to it. It’s more 
to do with victimization than 
environmental issues. 

The title implies an apoca¬ 
lyptic vision. 

Yes, and also the Fin de 
Siecle as a movement, which 
was mainly Austrian at the 
end of the last century, really 
had a lot of themes of death 
and decay, so the title draws 
attention to a death-related 
theme. 

The portrait of the three of 
you Playing Doctor; is it a 
cynical play on Western 
medicine? Certainly AZT 
brings up all sorts of issues 
for us of exploitation and 
the profit motive of pharma¬ 
ceutical companies. 

I think there is a certain 


sort of cynicism there. Also, 
the phrase “playing doctor” 
refers to sex among children, 
so we don’t take the term 
doctor too seriously. The red, 
green, and blue colors refer to 
the red, green, and blue AIDS 
logo. So it is specifically 
about AIDS and listening to 
each other’s heart. It has to do 
with the intimacy and the 
love that come up around the 
issue of AIDS, and what we 
feel for each other. 

[At this point Bronson 
brought me to another 
gallery to see museum staff 
patiently arranging thou¬ 
sands o f small soap seals, 
General Idea's Putti.] 

On the floor over here will 
be what remains of 10,000 
bars of soap in the shape of 
baby white seals. The public 
is invited to take one along 
with a card which identifies it 
as a General Idea multiple 
and to donate $10, which will 
be given to the SF AIDS 
Foundation at the end of the 
exhibition. The idea of this 
piece is that each time it’s ex¬ 
hibited it gets smaller and 
smaller. So on the one hand, 
there’s the sense of loss, of 
people disappearing around 
us. But there’s also the re¬ 
verse: as it disappears, it ben¬ 
efits AIDS organizations. ▼

BADR Takes to Marathon Task 



A new, arduous course and 
hot temperatures combined to 
keep times at the July 18 San 
Francisco Marathon on the 
slow side. While many were 
dropped by the sunny skies, 
hilly streets, and strong 
winds, the Bay Area Distance 
Runners (BADR) Club proud¬ 
ly persevered for a record 
number of finishers, including 
four runners competing for 
the first time at the 26.2-mile 
distance and two personal 
best marks. 

“Our members did excep¬ 
tionally well, considering the 
hot temperatures,” said 
BADR co-chair Dave Stu- 
dach, who was forced to drop 
out at the 15-mile mark due 
to temperatures estimated to 
be in the 80-degree range. 
“The club trained for the 
hills, but those runners ex¬ 
pecting San Francisco’s typi¬ 
cally cool, overcast weather 
received a big surprise.” 

It was no surprise that 
BADR runner Terri Handy 
ran a personal best race of 
3:17:00, finishing first for the 
club. Handy has run consis¬ 
tently well throughout the 
year and was in great shape 
for the “home-town” 
marathon. 

Also finishing with a per¬ 
sonal-best run was Aaron 
Levin, clocked at 3:41:40. 
Levin admitted that while the 
new course was indeed tough, 


the neighborhoods and chang¬ 
ing scenery made the run “en¬ 
joyable — or as pleasurable as 
you can be running 26.2 miles 
around the city in the hot 
sun.”

Meyer has been running 
distance for over ten years, 
competing in occasional 10- 
kilometer races or a half¬ 
marathon. Early this year she 
decided to try for the “big 
one,” the marathon, and be¬ 
gan training with BADR in 
April. 

“They really made the ex¬ 
perience fun,” beamed Meyer. 
“The training atmosphere is 
extremely supportive and 


non-competitive. I also liked 
the mixture of gender and 
age in the club. It wasn’t like 
I was training with a group of 
really young runners ready to 
burn up the field.” 

Other SF Marathon finish¬ 
ers for the club included 
Richard Nelson (3:18:00), John 
Kruse (3:26:14), Tom Maravil- 
la (3:41:00), Pam Hofsass 
(3:51:00), Dennis Hanna 
(4:03:58), Jim Daniel (4:06:00), 
Marian Lyons (4:07:00), Mick 
Aguilera (4:09:00), Terry 
Baransy (4:12:00), Gwen 
McEvoy (4:19:25), Tom Pait 
(4:20:00), Joe Riga (4:35:00), 
Robert Latham (4:41:00), and 
race walkers Jon Borset (5:38) 
and Marie McNulty (5:57). 

Studach said BADR mem¬ 
bers have Portland, Sacra¬ 
mento’s Cal-International, and 
the Honolulu marathons to 
look forward to later this 
year. But the group is already 
focusing on Paris next March 
“and, of course, the Gay 
Games in New York in June 
1994.” 

“We’re planning for the 
Gay Games marathon to basi¬ 
cally be hot and yucky,” Stu¬ 
dach commented. “So we’ll 
be training for that type of 
weather as we approach next 
June, with runs later in the 
day, when it’s hotter, and 
more training in the East 
Bay, like Concord, where it’s 


hotter. We want to be accli¬ 
matized prior to arriving in 
the heat and humidity of New 
York.” 

Although the Gay Games 
course has not yet been final¬ 
ized, discussions have cen¬ 
tered around a triple loop of 
Central Park or an “out-and- 
back” course that was vague 
on details. Suffice it to say 
that the BADR group will be 
ready for any course the New 
York organizers finally put to¬ 
gether.
